MRE CASE OF HENRY SCHWARTZ. 


He Engages Counsel and Talks Habeas Cor- 
pus—Yesterday’s Deve 

“Nothing to say; nothing new,” was the 
universal response to all reportorial questions 
at the raliroad and express offices yesterday in 
regard to the arrest of Henry Schwartz and 
the evidence which, it is claimed, there is 
against bim toshow be knows something of 
the robbery of March 13 on the Rock Island 
Railroad. There can be no doubt that the rail- 
road officials are busily at work upon the case, 
but principally with a view of arranging and 
collecting what little evidence they may have 
in order to bold the man should the bigamy 
oharge fall through. Sehwartz is still taking 
things as easliy as he can at the County Jail 
and amusing himself by talking to detectives 
and would-be detectives who call upon him. 
Barly yesterday morn he retained Mr. 
Henry Buttner as coun and Mr. Theodore 
Case of Hogan, Case & Hogan was associated 
with bim. The record was gone over witn a 
view to beginning habeas-corpus proceedings. 
as it was found that the arrest was made with- 
out a Warrant. Before the spplication for the 
writ of babeas corpus was filed, however, the 
lawyers for the defense became convinced 
that if they did secure the prisoner's release 
in that manner be might at once be arrested 
on a warrant charging bim with either rob- 
bery or murder, and, for some reason best 
known to themselves, concluded got to take 
the step for a day or two at least. Sohwarts 
was confident that he could procure . the 
Dall, which was fixed at $1,000, but 
upon the advice of his attorneys deeided not 
to attempt it. Hewili thus make bimeelf as 
comfortable as possible until Dec. 14, when the 
bigamy case comes up for a second hearing. 
The $50 billig were the apparently strong points 
in the bDluf! made by me people who have 
caused his arrest, and without any search-war- 
rant tnese people went to Schwartz's bouse 
and turned it wrong side out in their efforts to 
find money. Even cuspidors were cleaned and 
carpets torn up in the vain search for bills, 
and when it failed the inmates were told that 
the company had the numbers of the large 
notes stolen and that Schwartz had already 
spent some of them. 

Heury Schwartz and his Chicago wife live in 
a two-story frame tenement-bouse on Evans 
avenue, and yesterday a TRIBUNE reporter 
called there and asked Mrs. Sohwartz what sue 
bad to say concerning ber husband's imprison- 
ment. She desitated for a moment, and then 
replied that she bad nothing whatever to say— 
did not want to talk about the matter. Re- 
peated questions failed to elicit from the lady 
any more satisfactory reply. She is a young 
woman of medium bigtt, and of slender but 
graceful build. Sue has dark har and eyes 
and sallow complexion. Her voice is low and 
musical and her manner very refined and 
lady-like. She wes very plainiy dressed and 
the furnishing of the house was neat but not 
expensive. A fine double-barreled sbotgun 
stood in the bailway near the door of her 
apartments, and it was probably one of the lot 
Scbwartz is said to have purchased since the

The couple have lived at their present home 
for fourteen months, and have evidently been 
very oulet ana reserved. They always paid 
their rent promptly and there was no talk 
about them. They do not seem to have run 
any bills at the grocers’ and butchers’ estab- 
lishments, and several of the tradesmen said 
they did not know either Mr. or Mrs. Schwartz 
by name. 

Newton Watts was seen iast night regarding 
the statement made by & morning paper yes- 
terday to the effect that the Rock IMand offi- 
cialis had sufficient evidence to make it prob- 
able that other arrests would speedily tollow, 
that Watts had been under close surveillance. 
that his relations with Schwartz were very in- 
timate, and that Watts had at one time and an- 
other received money from Schwartz. Watts 
said: I don't know what eviden 
cials may or may not U dut 
oh residence | 
co ht they, want me mer) kno | 
me. I may nave been watched. If Ihave I 
dinn’t know it, and 1 think I would uo it if 
somebody had been follbom me around for 
the last tew months. My relations wien 
Schwartz are not intifmate and never have 
been. We were employed together, and saw 
as much, and no more, of each other as two 
men would naturally under such circum- 
stances. As to the statement that I bave re- 
ceived money from him, it’s a lie. The whole 
thing. so far as I am concerned, makes me 
sick, and it’s a lie from beginnmg to end.“ 


TEE POST-OFFICE STIRRED UP. 


An Unknown Individual Prefers Various 
Charges Against Officials, 

Every one in the Post-Office yesterday was 
wondering who William H. Wallace could be, 
for no one in the buildmg knew him, and bis 
name could not be found in the city directory, 
nor in the Post- Office special directory. 
The interest attaching to bis personality grew 
out of the fact that that was the name affixed 
to a letter written to the Postmaster-Genera!l 
in which mismavagement of the Chicago Post- 
Office was charged, as well as the negiect of 
Postmaster Judd and his assistants to attend 
to business. | 

Superintendent Donovan, who was specialir 
accused of playing billiards all the timé, when 
spoken to about the letter said there was no 
truth in the statement that Mr. Judd hed not 
been in the office for a number of montbs, al- 
though be had ween confined to bis room for 
nearly three weeks. He said there was a 
private telephone wire which ran to Mr. Judd’s 
room, and that he could be communicated with 
at any minute during theday. He expiained 
that all papers that required the signature of 
the Postmaster were sent to his bouse, and be 
denied absolutely that any delays resulted 
from bis illness and confinement in his room. 
Speaking of the derelictions charged upon 
himself be said the very nature of his position 
compelled him to spend considerabie time out 
of bis office, and that be would be wegiecting 
his duty if be failed to visit the several sub- 
postal stations im the city. He said he thought 
he had as much right to play billiards during 
nis dinner hour as any One else, and that was a 
pastime he would not deny himself for all tne 
letter-writing cranks in Christendom, He was 
inclined to think the author of the letter was a 
former employé, and that he had adopted that 
means of wreaking his vengeance upon the 
present officials. 

Assistant Postmaster Squires was anxious 
to know who the writer could be. and in reply 
to the charges contained in the letter said they 
were entirely without foundation. He said no 
delays of any kind resulted from Mr, Judd's 
Umess, and that any one seeking rmation 
could get it as readily as if Mr. Judd were in 
the building. 


Northwestern Traffic Impeded by Snow. 

St. Patt, Minn., Dec. 6.-—|Special.)—The 
Manitoba Road reporte 200 carsof wheat snow- 
pound at Wilmar; that trains started for Min- 
neapolis and Duluth loaded with wheat are 
compelied to keep dropping off cars at way 
stations until when arriving they have little 
more than the caboose lef. of the train started 
with. The St. Louis Road is greatly troubled 
for water besides the difficulty from drifting 
snow. The Hastings & Dakota is troubied tor 
water, especially in tne James River country, 
in some cases having to send engines fifty 
miles out of their rewuler destination and fill- 
ing water-cars and naultiug them to points 
where needed. The same line has o¢en forced 
to run light trains to get through the snow. 
Other lines have bad similar dificulties to 
meet. The Northwestern, in the James River 
section, like the Hastings & Dakota, is short of 
water at certain points, There is still a greater 
sbortage of cars to load. and many elevators 
are closed in consequence of bemg full. Ad- 
vices from the country today stow much 
greater farmers’ offerings, owing to the mod- 
eration in the weather. If the weather proves 
favorable a very active movement is prom- 
ised. both by team ip the interior and in re- 
ceipts at Minoeapolis and Duluth. 


Quarantine Against Cholera. 

Menpoza, A. R., Dec. 6.—Quarantine against 
the infected towns in the Argentine Republic 
bas been raised by order of the Minister of the 
Interior. Since Tuesday last there has been 
no quarantine in any part of the country, aud 
trains bave been running between Rosario and 
Buenos Ayres as usual, It js feared that tae 
cholera will soon spread to Mendoza and San 
Juan. The Chilian authorities will send troops 
to guard the roads in the Cordilieras, and ali 
communication between that country and the 
Argentine Republic will be completely stopped,

KLEHM GETS THE CHAIR. 


HE VOTES FOR HIMSELF AND 18 DE- 
CLARED ELECTED. : 


First Session of the Board with Its New 
Members—Klehm Makes a Speech Ex- 


plaining the Unfortunate Condition of 


the County Finances—The Change in the 

Various County Offices Made Without 

Much Ado-Swearing In the Successful 

Applicants for Office. , 

A large crowd assembled in the room yes- 
terday afternoon to witness the organization 


of the new County Board. There were pres- 


ent Commissioners Oliver, Casselman, Fortune, 
Hem meigarn, Klehm, MacDonald, McClaughbrey, 
McCarthy, Geils, and Wren. Oliver was elect- 
ed temporary Chairman, all voting for ulm. 
The credentials of the new mem bers—Nelson, 


Williams, Schubert, Aldrich, and Engiehardt— 
were read, and the Commissioners escorted to 
their seats and introduced. The election of a 


permanent Chairman was declared in order. 


Commissioner McCarthy named Klehm, a man 


whom the newspapers had criticised without 
justification. All know when there were 
changes in boards the press, as a rule, wanted 
to control the organization for its own seltish 
aims. The old members could not be whipped 
m.“ 


Commissioner Meclaughrey seconded the 
nomination. He concurred in the remarks of 
The board was biamed because 
n badn’t money enough to shovel it out into

the street.“ It had done the best it could. 


Commissioner Aldrich—We have met bere 
to enter upon our duties as public servants to 
administer the county's ficoancial interests for 


the current year. This occasion is not one 
calculated to inspire even the most sanguine 
of us with feelings of confidence in our labors. 


Handicapped by a burden of indebtedness— 


amounting to the total tax levy for the cur- 
rent year—we enter upon a ilite-and-death 
struggie on behalf of the people which must 
terminate either in absolute bankruptcy and 
ruin or in a betterment of affairs which will 


place us once more upon a sound financia) foot- 


ing,from which may be regained solvency, good 


credit, and last, but not least, a restoration 
ot confidence on the vart of the people that 
such a thing as the election of an honest Board 
the 


of County Commissioners is still among 
possibilities. It is my privilege, as well as my 


duty, to place in pomination for the position 
of Chairman of this board a man who needs no 


introduction to you, gentlemen, nor to thw 
community—a mao whose very name carries 
with it a guarantee of good faith, and whose 
elevation to the honorable position for which 
we nominate dim will be synonymous with 
good government and a wise economical ad- 
ministration of county affairs. It is not my 
purpose at this time to condemn the acts of 
past boards nor to launch into detailed criti- 
cism of a vaiedictory skilifully framed with an 
eye single to a given purpose. Persona) dif- 
ferences and prejudices should give way to the 
demands of the people, whose servants We are, 
and who now cry aloud for a change in the 
methods which have forso long characterized 
the proceedings and business of this board. 
You who have only the best interests of the 
county at beert and who favor a change from 
the old methods will not fail to take cogniz- 
ance of the universal demand and make Mur- 
ry Neilson the Chairman of this board. 

Commissioner Wren also seconded the vomi- 
nation of Kiehm and defended the board, at- 
tributing the present condition of the county 
finances to the low assessment, the revenue 
not having kept pace with the increase in the 
value of property and of the population. Com- 
missioner MacDonald seconded the nomination 
of Nelson—a man well known and one in 
whom the people had confidence. A ballot re- 
suited as follows: 

For Nelson—Aldrich, Engelhardt, Hemmel- 
garn, MacDonald, Schubert, and Williams—46. 

For Kiehm—Casselman, Fortune, Geils, McCar- 

McCloughrey Oliver, Wren—7. | 
oOlaughrey—Klehm. 7 

For Hemme — Nelson. 

The Chair said that eight votes were neces- 
sary, and on the third baliot Klehm voted tor 
uimselt and that settled it. 

Commissioner Kiehm said thank you.“ and 
remarked that while the bonor was duly ap- 
preciated be was impressed with the responsi- 
bility, since there was only a little over $25,000 
in sight to maibtain the County Government 
and its institutions until Sept. 1, 1887. No 
board was ever organized in the face of such 
financie!l embarrassment. Warrants were al- 
ready out for 75 per cent of the entire revenue, 
and no new orders could be issued until they 
were paid ora new appropriation was made. 
He gave the following financial statement:

This eaves $25,479 for the year, to say noth- 
ing of outstanding contracts amounting to $80, - 
000, the Neieon judgment $16,000, and the in- 
terest on the bonds. Commissioner Kiehm 
thought the prospeet was discouraging. The 
old board might have been careless and ex- 
travagant, but was not alone responsible for 
the present condition of affairs. One of the 
chief causes for it was the low assessment. an- 
Other the expensive Court-House, and a third 
too many employés in the courts. The city 
ought to bear some of the burdens now put on 
the county—take care of its sick, and the State 
look after the insane and dependent chiidren. 
He concluded by recommending that they ask 
the Legisiature to amend the Revenue law so 
that all property should be fairly and equit- 
abiy assessed, and none omitted; to increase 
court fees sufficientiy to meet the expenses of 
the several courts of record, including jury 
fees; to widen the jurisdiction of Justices of 
the Peace in petit larceny and other 
petit criminal cases so as to relieve the Crim- 
inal Court and save expense; to amend the law 
the State’s Attor- 
ney so that the amounts collected for forfeit- 
ure of bonds should be paid into the treasury; 
to pass a law which would enable town boards 
in unincorporated towns to establish a police 
department apd pay the expense of detecting 
and arresting criminals. if, said Commissioner 
Klehm, they gained their confidence and re- 
spect, the people would come to their relief. 

On motion of Commissioner MeCartay it was 
decided to visit the institutions in this order: 
Tuesday, Hospital; Wednesday, Insane Asylum 
and Infirmary: Thursday, Training School at 
Fehanville; Friday, Normal School; Saturday, 
Industrial School for Girls at Evanston. 

The Chairman announced that be had not 
been able to make up a list of committees, but 
would present it at the next meeting. 

Commissioner Wren offered a resolution 
authorizing the employment of W. W. Boying- 
ton, at an expense not to exceed §500, to 
measure the outside of the Court-House, in 
order to settle the dispute as to the number of 
feet to be covered by the preserving material. 
Commissioners Nelson and Aldrich apposed 
immediate action on the ground that the con- 
tractors bad not finished their work, and the 
measuring might have to be dohe again. The 
resolution went over for a week. 

The board then adjourned until 2 p. m. Mon- 
day. 0 

Van Pelt’s Lying Valedictory. 

Van Pelt’s valedictory oration at the final 
session of the old County Board Saturaay was 
so packed {full of falsehoods that it would take 
up too much time to answer them. There was 
one point, however, so Flarm that it bad bet- 
ter be disposed of at once. The retiring Com- 
missioner stated that the board had peid off 
$400,000 of county bonds, for which no credit 
bad been given it by the newspapers. Now, 
the fact is, $958,000 of county bonds came due 
May, 1885. The board had known that these 
would become due for years in advance and 
consequently was able to make ampie provis- 
jon tor meeting them. In 1883 they levied for 
this purpose a tax of $258,000, and in 1884 a 
tax of $200,000. In the latter year y also 
got authority from the voters to issu® refund- 
ing bonds for $500,000. When the $958,000 be- 
came due $500,000 was met by retunding the 
bonds and $458 000 paid from the special taxes 
raised in 1883 and 1884. The County Board is 
entitled to no credit for economy in paying off 
the $458,000, as this money was not saved from 


‘the. 75 cents on the $100 which the board is 


entitied to levy for county purposes, but was 
the proceeds of taxes levied over and above 
that, and the represented po economy, 
no saving, out simply additional taxation. Ven 
Pelt’s claim that the bourd is entitled to credit 


for economy is thus i nothing but a 
lyiug piece of chicanery, and is but aspecimen 
of the myriad of misstatedients wit) which his 
valediotory speech teems. .

SWEARING IN APPOINTEES. 


Out with the Old; In with the New— 
Scenes in the County Offices. 2 

The Sheriff's force, with the exception of the 
jail employés, were sworn in at room No. 66 
in the Court-House at 8:20 a.m. There was 
a large pumber of tnem. including bailiffs, 
clerks, and Deputy-Sheriffs, and they assem- 
bled at the building early in the Morning, each 
man holding in his hand a white sheet of pa- 
per—his commission—and wearing a satisfied 
smile. Chef-Deputy W. H. Gleason bad charge 
of the proceedings, andas he called off the 
names of the men, they stepped forward and 
bandea bim their commissions. Only three or 
four were absent, and when the names of all 
bad been called, each maa beld up his hand 
and was sworn to do his duty according to the 
laws. 

The jail officials, as publisbed in Sunday's 
TRIBUNE, were sworn in at the jail and as- 
sighed to their duties. Sheriff Matson and 
Chief Clerk Stephens did not appear at the 
otlice until later in the day. The deputies for 
the country towns were also sworn in during 


the day. 

J. H. Gilbert and his corps of assistants took 
possession of the Criminal Court Clerk's office 
at 10 o'clock. Mr. Gilbert retains in the office 
as temporary chief deputy James M. Doyle. 
Henry Stephens, J. M. Gettman, and William 
Powell of the old force also remain. All the 
appointees were nt on time and were 
sworn in by Mr. Gilbert, who requested. on 
their part strict attention to duty. 

County Treasurer Davis was put into pos- 
session at noon yesterday. He received a cer- 
tified check for $304, 965.92—all the money there 
is in the County Treasury. It belongs to odds 
and ends, the general fund beingempty. A 
cent was found on the floor, but not turned 
over, as the amount mentioned was al! ex- 
Treasurer Seipp was responsible for. This is 
the dull season, and there are only seven em- 
ployés in the office now—chief clerk, book- 
keepers, and cashier. All will be retained for 
the present, and one or two may be reap- 
pointed. 

County Clerk Wulff reached bis office a little 
after 10 o'clock yesterday morning, and Mr. 
Ryan, his predecessor, at once commenced 
getting things into sbape turn over. ‘The 
South Town and North tax-books had 
been delivered to the oo and the West 
Town books were finished, as were most of 
those for che country tow@s. 80 no clerks 
were at work except the one who issues 
marriage licenses. There quite a num- 
ber of clerks there, however, waiting to see 
the transfer. Ata quarter t 12 everything 
was ready and cash and checks amounting to 
$31,400.18 were handed by Mr. Rran to Mr. 
Wulf. That was about all there was to do. 

Mr. Ryan boped the conduct that had char- 
acterized the office for the last four years 
would be continued during the term of the 
new incumbent, whom he congratulated and 
‘wished success. 

County Clera Wulff thanked Mr. Ryan for 
the courtesies be and his clerks had shown 
him during the last month when posting bim- 
self in regard to the business of the office.

The Journeymen Barbers’ Union at its last 
meeting fixed a scale of wages to go into effect 
Jan. 1. The wages fixed are 818 a week in 
summer and $15 in winter. In certain shops 
of the Palmer class there is a percentage to be 
added to this. The present wages range from 
$10 to $15 per week. No union barber will be 
permitted to work in a five-cent shop. ‘There 
are now 1,800 barbers in the union, and it is 
expected that by Jan. 1 at least 2,200 of the 
3.000 barbers of the city will bave become 
mem bers. 


The Laber Members Getting Their Bilis in 
Shape. 

The eight members of the Legislature con- 
stituting the United Labor party's spoils at 
the recent election met again last night to get 
their reformatory measures into shape for 
the coming-session. The Secretary cut out of 
a newspaper the platform of the United Labor 
party and spread it before the coming legis- 
lators. It filled a column and a half 
of fine print, and provisions enough 
to reform all creation. Thea the Secretary 
read the various articies ana the members dis- 
cussed them. In addition to the planks acted 
upon at the last meeting a dozen more were 
disposed of. The most important of them de- 
manded a just and effective system of State 
insurance.” This plank, which embodied the 
essence of State Socialism, was indorsed, 
and a bill carrying it into effect 
will be drawn up for introduction 
in the House. As Mr. Dixon explained, they 
should favor asystem of State insurance which 
should insure every one, and the premiums on 
which should be collected the same as taxes 
are now collected. In case of loss by fire the 
State should pay according to the basis of the 
assessment upon the property. For instance, 
when the retail dry goods house of Field, Leiter 
& Co. burned some years ago the firm col- 
lected $1,140,000 from the insurance com- 
panies, while their personal property as- 
sessment for both Wholesale and 
retali was only $200,000 for that year. This 
system would, of course, drive all private in- 
surance companies out of the State. 

The plant that all fines against inmates of 
bouses used for immoral purposes sball be 
levied upon the property and not from the in- 
mates," was deciared to be impracticabie, as 
the law now declared the occupancy 
of property for immoral purposes was 
lliegal. A’ bill to secure the enforce- 
ment of this law will probably ove 
prepared. Another plank indorsed was one 
making election days compulsory bolidays.

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| LORD COLIN TESTIFIES, 


HE TELLS THE STORY OF AN UNHAPPY 
MARRIAGE. 


Lady Campbell the Cause of All the Domestic 
Infelicity —Shadowed by a Detective— 
What the Servants anda Cabman Have 
to Say—The Duke of Argyll on the Stand 
—He Takes the Side of His Son—The 
Wife's Threat. 


LONDON, Dec. 6.—In the Campbell divorcee 
case today Davis, the detective who. was on 
the stand woen the case was adjourned Satur- 
day, testified to **shadowing” Lady Colin 
Campbell and the Duke of Marlborough in 
Paris. He said he was uncertain whether the 
tall gentieman be had seen walking with the 
plaintiff was Mr. Stewart, an American million- 
aire, or not. The Duke of Mariborough staid 
at the Hotel Wagram. Several spies were 
keeping trace of Lady Colin at the same time. 
On one occasion a sham letter was addressed 
to ber and delivered in a crumpled condition, 
80 as to look as if it had been picked up in the 
Street. Witness handed the letter to plaintiff 
in order to get a close look at her in her room, 
that he might know ber face and figure while 
engaged in the task of following her. The ruse 
succeeded, but witness learned nothing in the 
interview. 

Annie Brown, a servant, deposed to a visit 
made by Gen. Butler to Lady Colin, and to his 
remaining three hours, Gen. Butler on this 
occasion, when he departed, went down-stairs 
on tiptoe and let himself out of the front door. 
Witness found a photograph of Gen. Butler 


under Lady Colin’s pillow and spoke to Lord 
Colin Campbell about u. Witness was there- 
upon dismissed by Lady Coin. Neptune Blood 
threw the boxes and luggage belonging to wit- 
ness into the street. 

Watson, a cabman, testified that once while 
be was carrying Lady Colin and a gentleman 
he watched them and saw them caressmg like 


lovers, Lady Colin's bead resting on the gentie- 


man's shoulder. Witness took the plaintiff 
and ber male companion to a house in Brook 
street. He waited outside an hour and a halt 
for Lady Colin, to take her home, and then de- 
parted without her. 

Humphreys, a solicitor, testified to an inter- 
view between Lady Miles and Lord Coim 
Campbeli in November, 1884. Lady Miles 
threatened Lord Colin that unless he with- 
drew his proceedings against Lady Colin, she 
(Lady Miles) would produce evidence against 
ulm, Lord Colin Campbell. Witness said be 
considered the proposals on bebalf of plaintiff, 
as made through Lady Miles, dishonorable and 
immoral, and declined to aecede to them. Lady 
Miles then asserted distinctly that an act of 
adultery bad been committed by Lora Colin 
Campbell with Mary Watson. 

The Duke of Argyll was then called. The 
object of calling him was to bave him state 
that he disapproved of the marriage of bis son 
to plaintiff. Mr. Russell, counsel for Lady Colin, 
produced a letter dated August, 1883, from Lady 
Colin to the witness, in which she detalied 
the cause of her disagreement witb Lord Colin. 
The Duke's reply was that be considered the 
charges against his son fulse, and believed 
that Lady Colin's letter was part of a system 
to intimidate her husband, and witness de- 
clined to bold any further correspondence with 
her. 

Lord Colin Campbell was next sworn. He 
testified that he first met bis wife in the month 
of September, 1580, at Inverary, the seat of 
the Aryl family and the capital of Argyil 
County, Scotiand. The acquaintance soon re- 
sulted in an engagement of marriage. He 
next saw Miss Biood in London during Octo- 
ber. At this time witness was suffering from 
fietula. An operation was performed upon 
him, but it failed on account of the fever be 
had and which was aggravated by anx- 
jety respecting his engagement. He 
was not suffering in any sense 
from an infectious disease. Miss Blood 
frequently visited bim. When he was sent 


away on a voyage Miss Bl sent bim a letter 


another 

tion was performed, and it was also a failure. 
His father’s opposition to his engagement was 
at this time causing witness constant anxiety. 
Witness knew before he married that Miss 
Blood was acquainted with the Duke of Marl- 
borough. She told witness once that she bad 
been to the theatre with her sister and several 
others, including the Duke of Mariborougb. 
Witness feplied: “i don't think you were in 
good company.” Wicness bad known Chief 
Shaw a long time, but not Gen. Butler or Dr. 
David Bird. Witoess was married to Miss 
Biood in July, 1881. In the October following 
bie doctors released bim from the prob:bition 
be bad been under because of his malady. 

Lord Colin, continuing, said he beard while 
staying at Argyll Lodge, his father’s London 
residence, tnat the Duke of Marlborougu had 
called at the lodge. He then said he did not 
xnow the Duke. Witness remonstrated with 
plaintiff for ridmg out with Chief Shaw and 
abe became violent. When witness was il! at 
Bournemouth Lady Colin left him without as- 
signing any reason. she usually dined out, 
and generally spent her time away. She never 
complained to witness that their relations had 
any ill effect on her bealth. Witness had 8 
long talk with hie wife in December, 1881, 
about the Duke of Marlborough and Chief 
Shaw. She then promised that they should not 
visit ber any more. Witness and plaintiff 
ceased their relauons in June, 1882. On the 
afternoon of the day that Lady Miles had the 
interview with defendant, Lady Colin came to 
witness’ room. She wascrying, and she threw 
ber arms about bis neck. Then she burned, 
before bis eyes, the letter be had seat ber 
through Lady Miles, but made no mention of 
the fact that she bad kept a copy of it. Wit- 
ness had never advised plaintiff to use pre- 
cautions against infection. In July, 1883, 
while staying at the Zion House, witness 
asked plaintiff to spend the night ia his com- 
pany, but she refused. He upbraided ber for 
her conduct with other men, and she became 
very violent and said to him: “If you put me 
in a divorce court you will get the worst of 
N. 

The case was then adjourned. 


A Millionaire's Son Disappears.

COAL LIKELY TO BE FORCED UP. 


The Dealers Blame the Railroads for the 

The question just now agitating the 500 retail 
coai dealers of this city is whether or not the 
price of coal should be advanced from $7 to $8 
or more. A meeting of the Coal Exctiangs is 
called for Friday afternoon, when a large 
number of these 500 dealers will clamor stren- 
uously for the advance. At the last two 
meetings they have been outvoted by a small 
majority, but with the present cold snap to 
stiffen the trade it ig considered doubtful if 
they can be again defeated. The statistics of 
the codf trade for the shipping season just 
closed show some remarkable statistics, which 
give some coloring to the charges that the 
stocks here have been kept short with the 
ulterior purpose of making the shortage thus 
brought about the exeuse for putting up the 


} Price of coai until it wets out of sight. The 


decrease in stocks over this time last year is 
54,217 tons ju anthracite, and in shipments of 
Eastern soft coal for the season of 9,488 tons. 
The decrease in the latter was furnished 
mainly by the Pittsburg coal, which is short 
04,133 tons, and by the Erie and Briar Hull, 
which is about 71,198 tons of the figures 
of last year. The grades which meke up the 
larger portions of this heavy shortage and 
their respective incregse are as follows: Ohio 
Central, 55,386 tons; Shawnee. 30,522; Yough- 
iogheny, 59,562 tons. In the Western soft coal, 
by which is meant the Illinois coal, the de- 
crease fur the year thus far completed is 69,- 
204 tons, of which Wilmington contributes a 
decrease of 89,321 tons ana Grape Creek of 
60,360 tons. The largest gain is that of In- 
diana block. which comes in for a gain of 36,- 
797. The decrease of shipments for the period 
of the year is 44,511 tons for anthracite and 
76,261 tons for soft coal. 

These figures, when the immense and steady 
growth of the bard-coal trade in the West is 
considered, make it evident that the assertion 
of the coal nen that the Northwest was never 
in such a strait for fuel as at present is literal- 
ly correct. It is said that almost every town 
is short of fuel of all Kinds, and that in many 
of them coal is becoming a luxury. The local 
dealers are unable to get their orders filled 
from this point rapidly enough to supply their 
trade, and in many places the old wood stoves 
are being set up aguin. 

“The cause of this difficulty,” said W. E. 
Weaver, when ask for an explanation 
yesterday, lies with the railroads. The rail- 
road companies have found it impossible to 
properly bandie their business during the last 
three months. The demand for cars has been 
unprecedented, and it will take two months 
more for them to get onto a level again. Be- 
sides this, certain of the Southern roads have 
charged from a narrow to the standard gage 
and have not increased their equipment. 
Hence foreign cars pass onto their lines ana 
are held and used by them for local traffic. 
It is said thous of Eastern cars are 
beld west of the Missouri River in the 
same way. The railroad companies are un- 
able to supply themseives at times witn coal, 
and confiscate large quantities of coal that 
have been consigned elsewhere. The asser- 
tion that the operators have decreased their 
output of bard coal is erroneous. They have 
mined this year 800,000 tons more than ever 
before, but the increase in consumption has 
wiped this increase out, and probably leaves 
the country short by 1,000,000 tons. f 
you have any doubts about the increase 
in the “hard-coal trade drop into 
the wholesale stove houses, and when they tell 
you of the tremendous trade they are doing 
you will see it all explained. As for soft coal, 
the manufacturing industries of Chicago and 
the Northwest were never in a more healthy 
condition than now, which means that coal is 
being used in immense quantities. As a con- 
sequence I believe that the recent advance 
was legitimate, and can be sustained. For 
turee years past soft coal bag been away below 
its vulue, and I believe it is now selling 
as low as it ought ever to sell, either

The whole 
Western country, from Indiana to Minnesota, 
is a bed of soft coal, and any materia! advance 
will open up wide competition in this market 
from new points, which would at once bring 
prices down again.

Ark., Dec. 6.—The fact that 
Jay Gould, President of the Missouri Pacific 
system, has become possessed of a majority 
of the stock and bonds of the Little Rock, 
Mississippi River & Texas Railroad Oompaay 
was announced here today.

It is 
believed bere that Mr. Gould will bay in the 
road without opposition at the sale, and it is 
also known that the present management of 
the Arkansas Vailey Road will not be 
changed. Mr. Gould’s purchase, however, 
of the Little Rock, Missigsippi, River & Texas 
Railroad will give him weight to make traffic 
contracts with the Little Rock & Fort Smith 
and Kansas & Arkansas Valiey Roads that wil! 
divert the Kansas and Western traffic with 
New Orleans and the Southeast to bis Iron 
Mountain line aud newly-purchused line to tho 
Mississippi .River. Work of construction of 
the Kansas 4 Arkansas Valley extension to 
Gibson, I. I., is to commence as soon as the 
contracts can be awarded. 


Embezzler Blackstone's Scheme. 

PorRTLAND, Mad., Dec. 6.—Ever since Nov. 20. 
when Howard T. Slackstone, former discount 
clerk of the Canal Nationai Bank of this city, 
wrote bis wife from New York that de had 
robbed the institution of $25,000 the directors 
ot the bank bave been working at the books to 
ascertain Biackstone’s methods. They bave at 
last discovered that be added the crime of 
forgery to that of embezzlement, Blackstone, 
as discount clerk, made notes of his own for 
various amounts from $500 up, forging some 
name as the maker or indorser. These notes 
he passed through the usual forms without 
sending them to the cashier direct. When be 
acted as paying teller, which be often did, be 
would pay discount slips to himself. As Biack- 
stone took the forged notes with him the 
amount of his embezziement cannot at present 
be ascertained. 


Charged with Wife- Murder, 

PorRTLAND, Mich., Dec. 6.—([Special,|—The 
morning of Nov. 20 Mrs. Myron Collins, three 
miles from bere, was found dead in her bed- 
room with a bullet in der heart. The Coroner's 
jury decided it do be a case of suicide, but 
many believed it to bave been murder. Her 
husband, who was the only person in the house 
at the time of the shooting, says be was sitting 
with bis back to the bedroom when the shot 
was fired. Mrs. Collins was in Portiand the day 
previous and took her iittle ulece to stay all 
night, telling her, it is said, that Collins had 
threatened ber life and she was afraid to be 
alone.

CONTEST OVER THE WILL OF A MAN 
WHO DIED IN A HOVEL. 


He Left an Estate of Half a Million, a Part 
of It in Chicago Real Estate—James A. 
Wales, the Caricaturist, Dies from an 
Overdose of Bromide—Suit for Breach 
of Contract Against Langtry—A Rhine- 
lander in Disgrace—Sudden Death of a 
Young Student. 

New Tonk, Dec. 6.—The contest of the will 
of the late James H. Payne, the miser, who 
died in a wretched hovel at No. 117 Bieecker 
street, leaving an estate said to be worth 
$500,000, was on bearing before the Surrogate 
today. After Payne’s death over $60,000 in 
cash was (ound to big account in the Metropoli- 
tan Bank of this city, besides valuable railroad 
securities and others in the Chicago Land Im- 
provement Company. The heirs of the de- 
ceased are ali resideuts of Boston. Letters of 
adminiatration were granted in Maron. 1886, 
to Charies F. Chickering of this city and Sum- 
ner E. Cleggett of Boston, the latter represent- 
ing the heirs. John H. Wardwell claims that 
Payne made a Will leaving bim all bis estate, 
but states that the will has been lost. This re- 
suited in the estate bemg placed in the hands 
of the Public Administrator. The Boston 
heirs began a contest which has bad several 
bearings. Bernard J. Keliy swore that he was 
a witness to the signing of the will in favor of 
Wardwell, and charged $150 for his§services. 
Payne paid him. Witness said Payne told nim 
he bad some money, but that he had no relatives 
and would leave it to bis friend Wardwell. 
Witness testified that Payne came to bis office 
Aug. 15, 1885, bringmmg his will, which he ac- 
knowledged in his presence. Witness was 
asked why he nad not made tbis statement 
until several months after Payne’s death. He 
replied that he thought Payne was a crank 
who had no money. A brother of the witness 
corroborated his testimony. 

Charles F. Chickering, the piano manufact- 
urer, testified to nis appolatment as executor 
and his taking possession of the property. A 
copy of the alleged will bequeathing the es- 
tate to Wardwell was introduced as evidence. 
The case will go on tomorrow. 

Wales, the Cartoon Artist, Dead. 

James A. Wales, who has been so well kaown 
through his artistic work in Puck, went into 
John T. Spencer's lunch-room, No. 212 Broad- 
way, this morning. He bad been there some 
time wen he complained of bemg very tired 
and asked permission to lie down in a rear 
room. He soon calied to Mr. Spencer that be 
eould not sleep, and asked him to get him some 
bromide of potassium. An ounce of the 
drug was procured, ail ot which, Mr. Spencer 
thinks, Mr. Wales took. About 1:30 o'clock 
Mr. Spencer noticed that be was iying with 
bis head in an unnatural position. * What do 
you want to lie in that position for?“ be asked, 
and attempted to place a pillow under the 
bead, when he found that the man was dead. 
Corouer Messemer was called and certified that 
Mr. Wales death was due to beart trouble. 
Mr. Wales was born at Ciyde, O., Aug. 30, 


1852. He was e¢éducated at Sandusky. 
Afver leave ecboo! he de tet mine d 
to become a wood engraver and ap- 


prenticed himself to a man engaged im that 
business in Toledo. He was restiess and un- 
settled. however, and soon went to Cincinnati, 
where he secured a position as an engraver. 
He next went to Cieveland, where he drew the 
eartoons for the Cleveland Leader during the 
Greeley campaign. He subsequently went to 
Obicago, and thence back to Cleveland. In 
1878 he came to this city, and in 1875 secured 
au engagement on Frank Leslie's Illustrated 
Newepaper. From Lesiie’s he went to Puck. 
He remained on that journal until 1881, when 
be went abroad, announcing tha: be intended 
to study art more sériousiy than be had hither- 
todone. He returned after an absence of ten 
months and became one of the founders of 
the Judge, and was for some time its chief 
cartoonist. In 1885 be was reéngaged by Kep- 
ler & Sehwatzman and returned to Puck, 
where he did some of bis best work. Several 
months ago be left the office at bis usual time 
for going dome and never returned. He 
leaves a widow and two littie boys.

Johnson, who re- 
sides in Asbury Park, and who claims that the 
wealthy New Yorker is indebted to bim, 
learned that Rhinelander had removed bis 
goods and secured an order for his arrest.

Three bours later de was taken to the jail in 
Freeboid, N. J. Rhinelander is the man who 
in 1884 attempted to take the life of « lawyer 
named John Drake at No. 78 Cedar streea He 
acoused Drake of bemg too familiar with bis 
wite.

BELIEVED TO BE ARRESTED. 


A Report that the Seller of the Bogus 
Patti Tickets Has Been Captured, 

New York, Dec. 6.—[{Special.}—The enter- 
prising person who recentiy sold $30,000 worth 
of unauthorized tickets for the Patti concerts 
in tha City of Mexico bas been captured, it is 
believed, by Mexican detectives. From dis- 
patches received at Henry E. Abbey's office in 
this city today it is supposed that the swindler 
bas been found within thirty miles of the 
City of Mexico. The man is supposed 
to be one Charles Bourton, au alk 
leged Parisian journalist, who lived at 
No. 58 Clinton place, in this city, for a few 
weeks last fall. The information contained in 
the dispatches was very meagre, and it was 
not known positively by Mr. Abbey's repre- 
sentative in this ony that Bourton, or who- 
ever be is, bad actually been arrested. It was 
known to a certainty, bowever, that the man 
is under police surveillance and would be al- 
lowed to leave the country. It was thought 
that there was a very good chance of recover- 
ing the money. 

Bourton first met Mr. Abbey on the steam- 
boat mat went down the bay to meet Mme, 
Patti, He was not introduced to Mr, Abbey 
by any one, but got aequainted in a purely 
casuai manner.

How the Law Is Evaded by the Wily Stovk- 
men Whe Inclose Large Tracts of Gov- 
ernment Lands—8.

The Secretary of the Interior in that part of 
bis report rolating to the unlawful inclosure 
of large bodies of Government land by ranch- 
men says that as far as possible fences un- 
lawfully erected have been removed, but that 
one obstacle in the way of the enforcement of 


the law has been the large grant of lands iu. 


alternate sections to railroads. In Wyoming 
the roaas have sold tnese alternate sections and 
the buyers have erected fences upon them in 
such a way as not to build upon any lands be- 
longing to the Government, and yet to inclose 
large portions of the public domain. The fol- 
lowing diagram illustrates how this has been 
done:

Arriving at the northwest corner of Sec. 9, he 
puts in à post on the southeast side of the corner- 
stone between Secs, 9 and 5, and his fence stops 
at that post. He then puts in asimilar post on 
Sec. 5 on the northwest side of the north corner- 
stone, and from twelve to eighteen inches from 
the post in the northwest corner of Sec. 9. Being 
now on Sec. 5, which he owns by purchase from 
the railroad, he runs his fence along on Sec. 5 
and diagonally opposit to the northeast corner of 
Sec. 7, where @ similar 575 of from twelve to 
eighteen inches is made. is he jum across 
to Sec. 7, and so on around the entire inclosure. 
Precisely the same method is resorted to in Ari- 
zona. 

Eisewhere in bis report he quotes a letter 
from 8. W. Dorsey on this same subject of 
fencing, in which he says: 


There is another class of fencing that does ex- 
ist wherever there is a well- equipped ranck, and, 
it seems to me, must exist so long as ranching is 
profitably conducted. There are certain — 
essential to the successful conduct of the cattle- 
raising business. 

The first and most important of these is the 
horse herd. To properly handle and look after 
1,000 head of cattle a man should have twenty 
saddie horses and four team horses or mules. A 
ranchman owning 10,000 head of cattle requires 
about o head of saddle horses and twelve or 
fifteen work horses. This large number of sad- 
dle horses are required for the reason that they 
are never fed an ning except what they pick up 
themselves on tho ains. They therefore can- 
not be used every day. Each cowboy is given 
eight horses to use during the summer. ese 
horses are ridden in rotation. If the work is very 
hard apd much fast riding to be done he will 
change two or three times a day; oftener, how- 
ever, the change is made only once a day. In ad- 
dition to the numberof horses taken upon the 
range by the men, a reserve is always kept on 
hand to take the place of those disabled or 
killed, as they frequently are. 

Foraranchman to be without a good amount 
of saddle horses is like a skipper to be without 
sails to his vessel. The horses must always be 
kept well in hand and in good condition. To 83 
them in hand you must have pastures, and in 
building these pastures for this purpose you must 
8 trench more or less upon the public 
domain. if you do not occupy any of the public 
domain in such pastures you do what is infinitly 
worse to the public interests—you inclose your 
own land, which covers water, and prevent your 
own cattle and those of your neighbors from 
watering from these springsand creeks which 
you have been obliged to inclose. 

If these horse-pastures only included the lands 
patented to the ranchmen 1 think I am safe in 
— * that every drop of water owned in the 
aria région would be inclosed and the range- 
cattle business would cease. 

Now, to explain the way these fences are made, 
Tsubmit the following diagram as an illustra- 
tion, showing the quarter section of land and the 
dotted line of the pasture fence:

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LABORERS IN COUNCIL. _ 


DECLARATION OF PRINCIPLES ' THE 
UNITED LABOR PARTY. 

An Unsuccessful Attempt to Expel Anarch- 
ist Gorsuch from the Oonvention—An 
Expression of Belief in the Fatherhood 
of God Causes an Acrimonious Discus- 
sion—Shoemakers Ordered to Strike by 
Kuights of Labor Against Their WI 
Coal-Miners Granted an Advance. 

PRILADELPHIA, Pa. Dec. 6.—The second 
convention of the United Labor party in this 
city was held this evening, when a declaration 
of principles and the report of the Executive 

Committee on the organization and govern- 


ment of the party were adopted. The 
plan of government provides that the 
party sball be governed by division, 


ward, and city committees, three delegates 
from each division to constitute a ward com- 
mittee and three delegates from each ward a 
city committee. The declaration of principles 
congratulates the laboringmen on the success 
achieved elsewhere in the pulitical field, and 
asks their codperation and sympathy in carry- 
ing forward the work in this city. When the 
credentials of the newly-elected delegates were 
being received William J. Gorsuch, ag the del- 
egate from the Friendship Liberal League, was 


objected to because he was an Anarchist, but 
the objection was overruled. 

Mr. Herwig was delegated to read the dec- 
laration of principles, and when be came to 
the sentence, We belheve in the fatherhood 
of God and the brotherbood of man,” Mr. 
Gorsucn objected. “There is a deiegation.”’ 
he said, which recognizes no specific relig- 
jon. It is 100 years since the Constitution of 
this Government was adopted and no word ot 
God was mentioned in it.“ 

“The man who does not believe in the 
‘fatherhood of God,“ exclaimed au excited 
delegate, is not fit to be an American citi- 
zen.“ But in spite of this objurgation the 
“fatherhood of God" was stricken out by a 
vote of 56 to 40. 

Mr. Herwig continued reading uninterrupt- 
ediy until be said that the ballot was the 
only method by which the redress of social 
and political grievances was to be sought.” 
Mr. Gorsuch objected to the word only.“ and 
suggested that “one of the methods de sub- 
stituted; for there are other metbods be- 
sides the baliot for the redressing of politica!

A noticeable fact is that miners emplored at 
the mines cow out are members of the Knights 
of Labor, while those still at work, put who 
bave made a demand, are members of the 
Miners’ Federation. A meeting of the Federa- 
tion of Miners will be beld in Youngstown 
next Wednesday. Every mine in the Mahoning 
Valley will be represented by delegations. 

The ooal miners at Mideral Ridge were to- 
day conceded the advance of 10 vents per ton 
for which they struck a few days since. This 
is the first concession and the miners are jubi- 
lant.

OPPOSITION TO MR. HOLMES’ LOOP. 


Hyde Park Property-Owners Protest on 
Various Grounds. 

The fight over the loop line ordinance 
before the Hyde Park Board of Trustees 
brought a number of citizens to the meeting. 
President Henry McKey of the Board of Edu- 
cation, District No. 1, G. 8. Ingrabam, Presi- 
dent ot the Park Cub, Newton A. Partridge, 
representing the protesting property-owners, 
and C. B. Holmes, President of the Chicago 
City Railway Company, ex-Ald. D. L. Shorey, 
and others took part in the discussion. The 
company has been granted aright of way for 
a cable line on Cottage Grove avenue between 
Thirty-ninth and F'fty-fifth streets and on 
Pifty-fifth street to Lake avenue. It now asks 
for a right of way for a loop line around the 
two blocks bounded by Fifty-fifth and Fifty- 
seventh streets and Lake and Jefferson ave- 
nues. When the ordinance was presented it 
was accompanied by what purported to be the 
consent of a majority of the abutting property- 
owners. The discussion was introduced by the 
presentation of a protest signed by the owners 
of 300 feet on Lake avenue; a general 
protest signed by residents of the neighbor- 
hood and Hyde Park; a communication signed 
by property-owners representing 250 feet 
withdrawing their signatures from the petition 
for rightof way: protest from the Park Club, 
whose costiy club-bouse fronts on the 100 feet 
on Fifty-seventh street that intervenes between 
Lake and Jefferson avenues; and the protest of 
twenty-two property-owners owning 1,020 feet 
on Jefferson avenue on the proposed line. 

Mr. Partridge said that since the withdrawals 
from the petition for right of way he believed 
the company was not in possession of the 
necessary consent of one-balf of the abutting 
property. Should it appear that it bad the 
necessary consent the ordinance sbould not 
pass, as the tracks iaid on the streets men- 
tioned would endanger life, prevent safe ac- 
cess to Jackson Park, and reduce the value of 
property. 

A communication was received from Gen- 
eral Manager Jeffery of the Lilinois Central 
saying the company would not consent to have 
the cable track laid on the east side of Lake 
avenue, adjoining the South Park station of 
the company. If it were laid in the street it 
must be laid in the centre. 

Henry McKey said the Board of Education 
bad expended $40,000 on a high-school build- 
ing on Fifty-seventh street. The children would 
be obiiged to cross the cable tracks twice each 
way. At the crossings the track was ona 
curve, and the cars would therefore in a large 
measure be hidden from sight. 

Superintendent Holmes delivered quite an 
oration in support of the ordinance. The 
withdrawal of signatures from the company’s 
petition would not boid, as they were illegal, 
and asked that the matter be laid over for one, 
week, 

Ex-Ald. Shorey said the property-owners of 
Hyde Park were not represented by the pro- 
test, which was signed by the residents of a 
small neighborbood. The danger from the 
cable-cars bad been exaggerated. 

The ordinance was then laid over for one 
week. 

A petition was received asking that a com- 
mittee be appointed to confer with the man- 
agement of the Washingtogian Home that an 
arrangement might be made for the sending of 
drunkards and inebriates to the bome. It is 
proposed to devote a portion of the $75,000 of 
annual income derived from saloons to the 
payment of the expense. 

The widows of Hean and Corbyn, the two 
contractors drowned in 1884 from the new 
water-works crib, were each allowed $550 for 
funernal expenses, provided they would dis 
continue all suits against the village. 

A very important ordinance to the following 
effect was ordered engrossed: Heretofore 
when a water-main bas been laid the cost of 
construction—otten as much as $50,000—bas 
been assessed upon abutting property and out- 
lying property supposed to be bepefited. 
Hereafter when mains jarger than six inches 
are laid the cost of a six-inch main will be 
assessed upon the abutting property and the 
remainder of the cost borne by the village.

Thursday last he has been under the treatment 
of Mrs. Fenne,a sort of Christian faitb-cure 
doctor of Chicago. During the intermediate 
time he had not taken any medicine. He slept 
well, appeared more quiet, and comfort- 
able than at any time since his 
late attack. Mra. Fenne assured the friends 
that she was going to dure him. and as late as 


yesterday evening they were quite encour 
aged. They bad come to believe that the 
doctors might possibly be mistaken as to his 
baving cancer, although it had been known to 
his family and some intimate friends that he 
had been troubled with a burning sensation in 
the tor years past, and when 
advised by them to have medical ex- 
aminahon he stoutliy maintained that 
there was hothing matter with him 
particularly, and that he would yet live to help 
bury them all. He was sleeping quietiy until 
about 4:30 this morning, when his family no- 
ticed that he was breathing heav ly. and a few 
moments later he = quietly away with no 
utterance except y calling the name 
of his wife. The date of the funeral 
ie set tor Wednesday at 2 o'clock, from 
the residence. Mr. Price was not a 
member of any sect or society, yet be ac- 
knowledged his belief in a Superior Being. All 
of his financial affairs were satisfactorily ur- 
ranged before be died. He leaves a wife, one 
daughter aged 14, and a son of 28, who has bad 
almost the entire ch of his father’s vast 
logging, milling, and or m business for several 
years. . 

[Mr. Price was born in r Ry at Barre, 
Huntington County, June 17, 1 and was bred a 
lumberman. In 1851 he went to Wisconsin and 
engaged in the same business at his present place 
of residence, and was recognized as a strong man 
and elected to the State Legislature the same 

ear. Since then he has been elected to the State 
nate in 1857, 1870, 1878, and 1880, and was County 
Judge of Jackson County in 1854 and 1855, and 
afterward Under-Sheriff and Collector of Internal 
Revenue. Since 1882 he has been the Representa- 
tive of his district in Congress, and received an 
immense majority for that ition at the last 
election. He has accu- 

: mulated a large fortune, 
and is reputed to be a 
millionaire. Like many 
other dauntless, tem- 
red, self-made men, 

r. Price has oocasion- 
ally adopted eccentrici- 
ties of political doctrine 
apparently for the mere 
satisfaction of being o 
posed to a host. In this 
way he has been a Green- 
backer, a hard drinker, 
and a Prohibitionist, 
while still maintaiging a resolute grip upon the 
Republicans of his locality. He made himself 
conspicuous by voting alone against granting 
Mrs. Grant a pension. Some outspoken criticisms 
of his financial course by Editor Rublee called 
forth replies which scorched all the way through, 
and contained bits of savage imagery which fair- 
ly blazed before the readers’ eyes. These replies 
were never forgiven by the venerable head of the 
Sentinel, and the fight between the two veterans 
was stillon when death took sides against the 
Congressman. }

Congressmen 
Guenther, La Follette, and Hudd of Wiscon- 
sin, Morrill ot Kaneas, Osborne of Pennsy!- 
vania, Frederick of Iowa, and Taulbdee of Ken- 
tucky were appointed.

Mr. Price was active in at- 
tending to his official duties, and his speeches, 
always pricaling with sbarp comment of cur 
rent affairs, never failed to attract attention. 
Last June when the Legislative. Executive, and 
Judiciary bill was under consideration, be 
criticised severely the custom of having showy 
and expensive Congressional funerals. He 
quoted at length the itimized accounts for the 
funerals of Congressmen Herndon of Alabama, 
Haskell of Kansas, and Seoator Anthony of 
Rhode Island.

TH CRAZE CONTINUES. 
BROKERS FAIL, BUT THE PUBLIO STILL 
BUY MINING STOCKS. 


Excitement in San Francisco Over the Mar- 

° kets—Several Brokers Make Assign- 
ments and Leave Town te Avoid the 
Possibility of Trouble—Consolidated Cal- 
ifornia Goes Up to $70—Immense Busi- 
ness in the Street—The Stock Exchange 
Shuts Down on Uncertified Checks. 

San Francisco, Cal, Dec. 6.—[ Special. ]— 
No one was surprised today to hear that sev- 
eral more stock-bsokers had failed, The San 
Francisco and Pacific Stock Boards were both 
too seriously intimidated by the panic in the 
market and the increasing number of failures 
to transact business in the formal manner, 
and concluded to shut up. This bad the et- 
fect of driving all the business into the street, 
and the scenes there enacted were the 
liveliest ever recorded in the history of 
stock excitement in San Francisco. The spec- 
ulative portion of the community seemed to 
have taken complete and final farewell of its 
senses, and the throog on Pine street looked 
like the outpouring of an insane asylum. Men 
with the wild frenzy of the gambling fever in 
their eyes jostied each other without regard to 
any of the ordinary rules of decorum. Women, 
of whom there were scores at every corner 
within sight of the market-place, huddled to- 
gether, pale and hoilow-cheeked, or wrung 
their bands in despair over the news of some 


failures that had swept away their slender 
capital. 

The patrons of R. Dinsmore & Co., although 
conscious that Monday would increase the list 
of failures, were aazed today when they found

The firm has been regarded as the most re- 
liable bucket-shop in ine city, but Dinsmore 
has never been able to secure membership in 
the San Francisco board, The dealings of the 
concern have been done through other brokers 
who beild seats in the board. As his business 
has been almost exclusively with ‘women, it is 
said that bis failure will cause more hardsbip 
among the poor than any other tnat bas yet 
taken place. Dinsmore was known to bave 
had a lot of valuable real estate in a choice 
part of the city, but this property, it appears, 
had been quietiy disposed of in anticipation of 
the failure. 

While women wept and men indulged i 
threats of murder around the door of Dine- 
more & Co. a similar gathering raved and 
swore in the office ot Fred Franks & Co., whose 
portals were ornamented with the now familiar 
notice of assignment. Fred Franks had been 
one of the heaviest dealers in the Pacific 
Board, and until today was considered one 
of the safest brokers on the street. He 
is accredited with baving uccumulated a snug 
fortune, the most of which 1s invested in real 
estate. He is remembered by old San Francis 
coans as an actor of considerable popularity in 
the early days. He is believed to have failed 
for $200,000. Like his predecessors in the 
latest form of San Francisco enterprise he nas 
disappeared, leaving the assignees the task of 
fixing the victims. E. T. Gray of the Pacitic 
Excbange could not resist the ruling pas- 
sion and also bung out a notice of 
assigument today and disappeared from 
view as a popular broker, leaving a deficit of 
about $80,000 to anger the company of clients 
that are seeking an explanation in vain. C. 
E. Anderson & Co. of the San Francisco board 
also invested in an assignee this afternoon, 
shutup shop and disappeared, leaving a list 
of liabilities that will reach $150,000. 

One would have thought that in view of 
such a financial catastrophe the market would 
have collapsed and mining securities gone a 
begging for purchasers. On the contrary, 
bowever, the demand increased and sacks of 
gold were exchaoged on the streets for 


stocks with a fervor that sent ali 
Comstock shares booming upwards and 
robbed the speculative public of the 


jew grains of prudence and precaution still 
left. Brokers fought in the streets for Con- 
solidated California stock as if they were dis- 
puting the champion belt of the world. Hats 
were smashed in the open-air board, collars 
were wrenched and neckties torn, and Still 
amid ali the bhubbub and turmoil the 
value of the Comstock lode increased 
by millions. At 11 o'clock Consolidated 
California was greedily seized at $60 a share. 
At 4 o'clock, the public, reassured by the fact 
that no stock-broker bad failed during the last 
hour, bid $65 a sbare without hesitation for 
the leading securities. When the lamplighter 
flitted down Pine street on his evening mission 
competition of bidders of Comstock sbares 
was still in progress and Consolidated Call- 
fornia was selling at $70 a share. No 
one can tell what tommorrow may develop. 
Meantime the opinion grows that some of the 
brokers have failed with the cold premedita- 
tion and determinauon to makea fortune by 
simply appropriating everything intrusted to 
them. In executive session the Stock Ex- 
change decided to accept nothing but certi- 
fled checks for amounts greater than 81.000. 

GALVESTON, Tex., Dec. 6.—At a late bour 
Saturday night attachments aggregating $19,- 
300 were issued against the retail dry-goods 
firm of Ortieib & Brach of this city. at- 
taching creditors are local banks and money- 
tenders. Itis reported that the firm owes 
about $20,000 to New York houses. Their as- 
sets are estimated at about $18,000. 

WORCESTER, Mass., Dec. 6.—J. L. Loiselle, 
proprietor of the Bijou dry-goods shop, has 
gone to Canada leaving creditors behind. 
Shortly before his flight Loiselle raised $8,100 
by mortgage on bis stock. The stocks and 
fixtures are worth $25,000 and the debts are 
815.000 above the mortgage. 

ANN ARBOR, Mich., Dec. 6.—{Special.]}—The 
financial troubles of John Keck & Co., furni- 
ture dealers of this city and Detroit, are in- 
creasing. The stock here is in charge of Will- 
1am Aprill, who bolds a chattel mortgage 
amounting to $73,000. Aprill denies the signa- 
tures of several notes. Keck is under the sur- 
veillance of a Deputy Sheriff to-day. The total 
liabilities of both stores is neariy „000; as 
sets less than $150,000. The banks here hold 
$36,000 of his paper. 


Looking for a Bonanza Princess. 

Tt is whispered that the object of Prince Na- 
poleou's visit to this country incog. is to form 
a matrimonial alliance with some bonanza 
king’s daugbter, that ne may possess the “ sin- 
ewa of war when the time comes for him to 
make a demonstration in France. Probably, 
however, the whisper is one of Dame Rumor’s 
malicious inventions, as the Prince is a modest 
and self-respecting gentieman, who bas taken 
to studying our institumons by personal ob- 
servation.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 6.—A decision was 
court in the important extra- 
diuon case of Frederick M. Ker against the 
people of the State of Illinois, brought here by 
a writ of-error to the Supreme Court of that 


State. In 1888 Ker, who was a clerk in the 
employ of Preston, | & Co. of Chicago, 
embezzied a large sum of money belonging to 
that firm and ned to Peru, South America. 
Upon application from the Governor of i- 
nois the President of the United 8 

Ist of March, 1883, issued a warrant for the 
extradition of Ker and sent it to Peru by 
Henry G. Julian, who was authorized 
to receive the accused from the 
Peruvian authorities and bring bim to the 
United States to answer a charge of larceny. 
Ker alleges that Julian, without presenting the 
extradition papers to any officer of the Pe- 
ruvian Government, and wijhout making any 
demand upon that Government for bis sur- 
render, forcibly kidnaped bim and placed him 
on board the United States vessel Essex, by 
which he was brought to Honoluiu.. There be 
was transferred, he alleges, to the steamer 
City of Sydney and brought to San Francisco, 
and then surrendetea by the Government of 
California to the authorities of the State of 
Illinois as a fugitive from justice. Upon his 
arrival in Chicago Ker was put on trial and 
duly convicted of larceny and embezziement. 
He alleges that this whole proceeding was a 
violation of the provisions of the treaty de- 
tween the United States and Peru ratified July 
27. 1874, and he appeals to the Supreme Court 
upon the ground that the case calls in question 
the validity or the proper construction of a 
treaty. The opinion says: 

This court is of opinion that if Ker had been 
brought to this country by proceedings under the 
treaty of 1874 with Peru, it is probable from the 
statement of the cas in the record that he might 
have nt regimen pleaded that he was extradited

for larceny an victed by the verdict of a 
jury of embezzlement. But it is quite a different 


,case when he comes to this country in the man- 


ner in which he was brought here, clothed with 
no ts which a S under the treaty 
could have given him and no duty which the 
country owes to Peru or to him under the treaty. 
The court thinks it very clear that in invoking its 
jurisdiction —— the ground that he was denied 


nited States the prisoner has failed to es- 
tablish the existence of any such right. 

The question of how far his forcible seizure in 
another country and transfer by violence could 
be made available to resist trialin the State 
Court for the offense now charged upon him is 
one which this court does not feel called upon to 


‘decide, since in that transaction the court does 


not see that the Constitution, or laws, or treaties 
arantee him any protec- 
tion. The court holds; however, that this decision 
leave the prisoner or the Gov- 
érnment of Peru without resort. Even the exist- 
ing treaty with that country provides for the ex- 
tradition of persons charged with kidnaping, 
and on demand from Peru Julian, the noe 
guilty of kidnaping Ker, could be surrende 

and tried in its courts for violation of its laws. 
Ker himself would probably not be without re- 
dress, for he could sue Julian in an action of tres- 
prisonment, and the facts set 


action. Whether he could recover a sum suffi- 
cient to justify the action would probably de- 
pend upon the moral aspects of the case which we 
cannot here consider. judgment of the Su- 
preme Court of Illinois sustaining the decision of 
the Criminal Court of Cook County against the 
prisoner is affirmed, Opinion by Justice Miller. 


MARGUERITE BELLANGER’S ROMANCE. 


Protected by Napoleon III. and Made Cus- 
tedian of a Rare Court Secret. 

Paris Letter: Marguerite Bellanger, the 
favorit belle amie of Napoleon III. during the 
last three years of ‘his reien, died today at 
Passy, forsaken by all her former friends and 
almost alone. The obituary notices in record- 
ing ber death made mention of a son, who is 
stated to be just 22 years of age. A 
curious story is connected with the birth 
of the latter. That he is a child of 
Napoleon III. nobody doubts for one moment, 
but it is generally known Marguerite Bellanger 
is not his mother. One of the most prominent 
persor ages at the imperial court was a Sen- 
ator whose name will forever be linked with 
the changes which have made Paris one of the 
most beautiful cities zu the world. He nad an 
exceedingly pretty daughter, who not only 
was a great favorit of the Empress, but who 
even attracted the kindly notice of the Caesar 
himself. 

Unfortunately the regard which the latter 
professed forthe young lady was not of a 
paternal nature, one day Gen, Henry, the 
fidus Achates of the Emperor, called on Mar- 
guerite Belianger, and, after making certain 
conditions, induced ber to be good-natured 
enough to beip one of the ladies of the im- 
perial court out of a trouble of a very serious 
nature. Accordingly Marguerite lost no time 
in ansouncing to der friends that she waa 
about to become a mother, hintme that 
notwithstanding the bar sinister the expected 
offspring would nevertheless belong to la 
Familie de France.“ One of the Emperor's 
private physicians was present at her confise- 
ment, and it was noticed that the latter con- 
veyed into ber apartment a package larger 
than the requirements of hia protession would 
bave necessitated. Just about the same time 
it was noticed that the daugbter of the Sen- 
ator above mentioned was indisposed and was 
obliged to keep to ber room about two weeks. 

About three months afterwards the young 
lady in question was married at the St. Cloud 
Palace to one of the Emperor's aides-de- camp. 
receiving most magnificant presents from the 
imperial coupie, the husband being especially 
overwhelmed with marks of the Emperor's 
favor. At the same time the worthy Senator 
was invested with the Grand Cordon of the 
Legion of Honor. 

Shortiy after the fall of the Empire, for one 
reason or another, the supplies upon which 
Marguerite Bellanger depended for her own 
existence and that of her adopted child were 
stopped. Furious, and protesting against such 
base ingratitude, sbe immediately gave vent 
to ber feelings in print, and published a 
pamphlet in which abe related, with every pos- 
sible detail, the above-mentioned story, giving 
incontrovertibie proofs of its truth. Alarmed 
at the scandal resultimg therefrom, the exile at 
Chiselburst immediately recommenced the in- 
terrupted supplies, and some months later, by 
dint of funds, induced her to pubtish a kind of 
lame retraction of the statements contained in 
het pamphlet.

THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 

The President’s message is not unlike its 
predecessor in the matter of extraordinary 
length and verbal padding. It is extremely 
respectable and rather dull and common- 
place, as extreme respectability is very apt 
to be. Where one would have expected it 
to be strongest—namely: In the discussion 
of civil-service reform, it is the weakest; 
and in other respects it does not depart far 
from the limits of the department reports 
and of recommendations previously made, 

The lion’s share of the message is devoted 
to matters pertaining to the State Depart- 
ment. Mr. Bayard hopes that before long 
China will meet us half-way in still further 
limiting her emigration. As to the fisheries 
dispute, his remarks are colorless, possibly 
because, as he intimates, the entire corre- 
spondence will soon be laid before Congress. 
He recommends the extension of the reci- 
procity treaty with Hawali another seven 
years and the revision of the treafles 


| with Japan, and also declares his purpose 


to initiate negotlations with Mexico for a 
new and enlarged treaty of commerce and 
navigation. In the Cutting matter he con- 
demns the action of the Mexican authorities, 
and in broad terms denles the right of any 
‘* foreign sovereign to punish a citizen of the 
United States for an offense consummated 
on our soll, in violation of our law, even 
though the offense be against a subject or 
„ citizen of such sovereign,” and insists that 
when citizens commit crime in foreign lands 
they must have a fair and open trial. Other 
items of importance in this part of the mes- 
sage are recommendations for the revision of 
existing legislation concerning citizenship 
and naturalization, for the establishment of 
international copyright, and for the abolition 
of duties on works of art. 

That portion of the message which con- 
cerns the tariff and silver questions may be 
passed over in this place; but it may be ob- 
served that the President interweaves with 
his views some very goody-goody generalities 
on the labor question, the purpose of which 
is obvious enough, and that before he finishes 
his message he returns to the subject again 
and delivers a mild lecture to labor and cap- 
‘ital, setting forth their mutaal duties in a 
string of platitudes that remind one of the 
didactic observations of the old-time copy- 
books. In all this part of his discourse, 
however, there is nothing more startling than 
the statements that labor is the workingman's 
capital, that capital should justly compensate 
labor, and that the farmers are a very hard- 
worked people, The necessities of coast de- 
fense and of a navy are again stated, accom- 
panied by a gentle rebuke to Congress for 
not making more progress in these directions. 
The old straw of breaking up the tribal rela- 
tions of the Indians, civilizing, educating, 
and placing them on homesteads, is 
beaten over again, but no specific recom- 
mendation lodking to such results is offered. 
The repeal of the Preémption and Timber 
Culture acts and of the desert land laws is 
also urged again upon Congress. 

Civil-service reform, which has illuminated 

all his previous utterances likea glowing 
pharos, shedsadim, uncertain light upon the 
close of this opaque message. It will not en- 
courage the mugwumps to any hilarious ex- 
tent to be informed that the best friends of 
the Civil-Seryice law are among those who 
understand if best, or that its meaning is 
„not appreciated by those who want places 
regardless of merit nor by those who insist 
that the selection for such places should 
“rest on a proper credential show- 
ing active partisan work.“ Such a dec- 
laration as this, following so closely 
upon the rejection of Stone, whose affidavit 
showed him entitled to his place on the score 
of merit, and the reinstatement of Benton 
after the eredential of active partisan 
work contained in his letter, reads like 
wanton satire and will tend to lacerate mug- 
wump sensibjlities. Still less ‘will they en- 
joy the apologies which he makes for the 
frequent violations of the law and its imper- 
fect application when confronted with the 
demands of the spoils Democracy. After 
such a cautiqus and guarded reference to a 
subject hitherto treated with such emphasis 
and aggression by him, his parting regrets 
that ‘‘the scope and nature of this reform 
wars so little understood” will be likely to 
excite the rigibilities of the whole country. 
With this eciyll-service threnody, which will 
probably be his last utterance on this topic, 
closes this long, colorless, and common-plate 
message. 
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WHEAT. BOOM. 

The enigma of hardening prices for wheat 
in the English markets for about six weeks, 
during which they received no encourage- 
ment from us, is explained in a recent issue of 
the Mark Lane Express. It appears that 
there is now po doubt in the minds of British 
operators that the wheat crop of the United 
Kingdom for this year has been very largely 
overestimated. The revised figures indicate 
that the yield only allows about 40,000,000 
bushels for food after deducting the quantity 
required to seed for the next crop. That is 
the same thing as saying that the 
British Isleg must import for the cur- 
rent crop year 162,000,000 bushels, of 
which they have only received 34, 
000,000 up to date, with a little less than 
20,000,000 more on ocean passage at the close 
of last month. Add to this the fact that 
stocks there are below an average, and there 
is no difficulty in seeing why English buyers 
are becoming anxious over the subject of 
supplies, especially as those of India are re- 
ported to de falling off, and the quantity 
available from other countries besides the 
United States appears to be less than usual. 
The figures that there is room for 


keeping up the exports from this country 
right through to the time of next harvest ata 


of front in the market here is that it did not 


come sooner. The fact that our prices could 


be kept down for weeks at near the lowest 
point of the last quarter of a century, with 
such conditions existing abroad, attests the 
utter demoralization of the trade; and can be 
explained on no other hypothesis. ‘The peo- 
pie here had got used to low prices so long, 
and accustomed to seeing every little rise in 
figures made the occasion for an avalanche of 
selling, tliat they did not believe it possible a 
permanent advance could occur while our 
visible supply remained larger than ever be- 
fore known. ‘The rise of about six cents 
here during last week ought not to be too 
much to correspond with the altered view 
of conditions, but it is by no means certain 
to continue without a set back, engineered 
by the smart ones who have learned how to 
control the market up and down in a milk- 
mae operation by which they gain on the 
turn both ways. The advance isa grand 
good thing” for those producers who still 
have wheat to sell. Those who want to 
make money out of it speculatively have got 
to take their chances, as heretofore, with the 
pretty well established certainty that those 
who buy on the tall end of arise are the 
ones to “ get left.” 


THE PRESIDENT ON REVENUE REFORM. 

In his treatment of the tariff question Mr. 
Cleveland presents nothing which has not 
been canvassed exhaustively in recent dis- 
cussions by the press, but he groups togeth- 
er and states clearly the reasons which make 
a reduction of tariff taxes imperative. He 
calls the attention of Congress again to the 
prospective early retirement of the last of the 
3 per cent bonds and the consequent closing 
of the only honest avenue for the release of 
the Treasury surplus. He . deciares it an 
evil to have the circulating medium of the 
people hoarded in the Treasury,” and holds 
that the existence of an enormous idle fund 
in the public vaults would tend toward 
‘‘ wasteful public extravagance with all the 
corrupting National demoralization which 
follows in its train.” The President there- 
fore contends that the emergency can be met 
only by cutting off surplas tariff taxes, and 
he urges Congress to take such action. 

As to the manner of carrying out the pro- 
posed reduction, Mr. Cleveland insists that In 
bringing the tariff nearer a revenue basis care 
should be taken to avoid changes that would 
greatly increase the importations of foreign 
goods. He insists, without specifying details, 
that the present tariff contains many excess- 
ive rates of duty which may be greatly modi- 
fied without injury to the capital invested or 
the labor employed in overprotected indus- 
tries. He admits that such manufacturers 
may feel sensibly the effect of the proposed 
reduction, but argues that they should be 
content with such considerations as shall 
deal fairly and cautiously with their inter- 
ests while the demand of the people for a re- 
lief from taxation is honestly answered.” 
Turnmg to the other aspect of the 
matter, he remarks that the tariff 
** palpably influences the question of wages,” 
and insists that due regard” must be shown 
for the interests of American labor so far 
as they are involved.” This language, al- 
though somewhat general, indicates that Mr. 
Cleveland would reform the tariff by lower- 
ing excessive duties while preserving a rate 
sufficfent to prevent any marked increase of 
importations, but insisting that highly sub- 
sidized manufacturers must submit to the 
necessary reduction with the best grace they 
can. For instance, where an American man- 
ufacturer is under a protective duty of 80 per 
cent, he would reduce it to 50, but not to 20, 
since in the latter event importations must 
be increased and the wages of workmen 
lowered. Such is the general line of policy 
Mr. Cleveland proposes in effecting a reduc- 
tion of the tariff. 

On the tariff question Mr. Cleveland oc- 
cupies a position about midway between 
Carlisle and Randall. He avoids carefully 
the extreme free-tradeism of the former 
and opposes openly the system of unjusti- 
fiable bounties favored by the latter. In 
fact, Mr. Cleveland has at last committed 
himself to a feasible scheme of revenue re- 
form—the only method, indeed, which stands 
any chance of adoption. His position would 
have been much stronger, however, if he had 
advocated as an incidental means liberal ad- 
ditions to the free list, and recognized the 
fact that his plan for lowering duties is not 
universally applicable and cannot be depend- 
ed upon in all cases to bring about a re- 
duction of revenue. Mr. Cleveland’s tariff 
doctrines are reasonable and moderate, and 
stated with surprising clearnéss and dis- 
crimination for a man who a year ago in his 
message to Congress advanced the crude 
notion of lowering the tariff by a general cut 
of duties on the “necessaries of life ”— 
a policy that would stifle many most im- 
portant industries and deprive thousands of 
American workmen of needed protection. 
Evidently the President has studied the 
tariff question to some purpose during the 
last year, or else saw fit to enlist the aid of 
very competent advisers when he came to 
write his second message.

LAWLESS SEIZURES OF PUBLIC LANDS. 

In his report Secretary Lamar approves 
ungrudgingly the good work performed by 
Commissioner Sparks in stopping the spo- 
liation of the public domain. Mr. Lamar 
expresses his inability to comprehend ‘‘ how 
the illegal occupation and possession of the 
public domain could have grown to such 
enormous proportions,” but the Land Com- 
missioner has satisfied him as to the extent 
of the frauds and the need of vigorous et- 
forts to annul and prevent them hereafter. 
One of most meritorious features of Com- 
missioner Sparks’ report is the exposure of 
the practice of the cattle syndicates in 
fencing in springs and water-courses so as to 
make the adjacent territory valueless for 
grazing purposes and give them a virtual 
monopoly of vast tracts of land. In the so- 
called arid region when a stream is fenced in 
entire townships of land on either side are 
rendered worthless to any one not having 
access to the water-supply, and hence settlers 
and individual herders are effectually ex- 
cluded from the immense tracts seized by the 
cattle barons. Sometimes these seizures 
were made under the fictitious dhd fraudu- 
lent claims of cowbeys in the employ of 
the cattle companies, but in the majority of 
cases the water-supply was inclosed without 
any pretense of right or authority. 

Secretary Lamar disposes summarily of 
the claim of the cattle barons that their 
fences do not interfere with the occupancy 
of the uninclosed portions of the public do- 
main by settlers. As the Secretary says, 
There can be no permanent residence in a 
country where the water is not public,” and 
Control of all the water gives exclusive 
and permanent control of all the land to the 
water owners”; and this is true not merely 
of the territory actually feneed in, but of the 
entire district watered by the stream in ques- 
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the arid region settlers are almost 
unknown, and the seizure of the springs, 
streams, and runs has given the cattle barons 
a complete monopoly. They fence in the 
water supply and thus render whole town- 
ships of adjacent acreage valueless except to 
themselves. West of the 100th meridian 
tillage is possible only after irrigation, and 
of course grazing cannot be followed without 
access to water. According to the policy of 
the land laws all these tracts were intended 
to be withheid from sale or private entry 
and kept for homesteads for farmers and 
herders of small means, and yet the entire 
country has een appropriated by the cattle 
companies and settlers are as rigidly ex- 
cluded as though the plains were guarded 
by the army. Fortunately, however, the 
Land-Office is making an earnest effort to 
oust the cattle syndicates from their un- 
authorized holdings. Decrees have been 
obtained ejecting these syndicates from 
1,000,000 acres, and proceedings have been 
brought to compel removal from 2,250,000 
acres more. Cases involving 3,750,000 acres 
in addition are now under investigation. 
Commissioner Sparks is performing an im- 
portant work. and Congress should give him 
all possible support in ferreting out and 
punishing the cattle syndicates engaged in 
the spoliation of the public domain. 


KLEHM VOTED FOR KLEHM. 

Mr. George C. Klehm was yesterday elect- 
ed Chairman of the County Board on the 
nomination of Buck McCarthy, seconded 
by Farmer McClaughrey. ‘The election 
was made on the third ballot, the modest and 
virtuous Kiehm voting for himself. Two 
bolters - Ollver and Wren-—and five Demo- 
crats, Fortune, Gells, MeClaughrey, Cassel- 
man, and McCarthy, voted for Klehm with 
Klehm himself. The seven Republican 
members voted according to the determina- 
tion of the caucus, Mr. Nelson voting for Mr. 
Hemmelgarn, not choosing to follow the ex- 
ample of the nominee of the bolters and 
Democrats, ‘The six other Republican Com- 
missioners voted for Mr. Nelson, 

The election of Klehm is the result of his 
complete sell-out to the bolter-spoilsman 
combination. It is also in part the reward of 
his acquiescence ln the transactions of the Van 
Pelt ring during the last year. Klehm, in 
virtue of his position, can now appoint the 
committees. He will doubtless remember 
those to whom he owes his election, not for- 
getting himself. The virtuéus Fortune will 
not be forgotten. 

The only thing the Republican members 
can do now is to watch the reconstructed,ring. 
The brick and sand contractors for gravel 
roads and insane asylum wings will need 
special attention, and McClaughrey’s recom- 
mendation for stationery will need the closest 
looking after. Tue Trisunx will lend its 
assistance to the Republican Commissioners 
in keeping the public posted as to the pro- 
ceedings of Klehm, Buck McCarthy & Co. 
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WORKINGMEN’S DISCONTENT. 

A Workingman's reply,” read before the 
English-speaking Socialists at the Sunday 
evening meeting, to the addresses recently 
delivered at the Commercial Club does not 
cover the points at issue and is grossly mis- 
leading. In the first place, his statement 
that the average yearly wages of working- 
men is about $346 is incorrect. Further on 
he admits that in estimating this average he 
included the wages of 532,000 women and 
182,000 children. He also included all un- 
skilled and inefficient workingmen, and hands 
on half time when work is dull, and idle time 
caused by inclement weather when too wet 
or cold to labor, and for lost time caused by 
intemperate habits, sprees, and sobermg up 
after drunks—all of which tend to reduce the 
average earnings per year. And he includes 
also persons enfeeblei by old age and sick- 
ness who are kept at work by charitable per- 
sons really as pensioners, as in the case of 
watchmen, messengers, and others. But the 
statement as to the average wages is entirely 
beside the question, which ls, Why are the 
workingmen discontented?” It is not the 
persons who are paid $1 or $1.50 per day 
who exhibit the ‘‘ discontent,” who provoke 
strikes, and embrace Socialism. It is those 
who can find steady work while they keep 
sober at $2.50, $3, $8.50, $4, and $5 per day. 
This was illustrated recently in the case of 
the 20,000 Stock-Yards strikers, whose aver- 
age daily wages were from $3 to $3.50 per 
day, and a good many still higher. Nor Is 
it the men who get small wages who spend 
most money in whisky in purchasing ob- 
livion”—as ‘* A Workingman ” euphoniousily 
puts it. It is the high-priced mechanic, who 
earns from $15 to $24 per week, who patron- 
izes the saloons most liberally, because he 
can best afford it. 

Workingman' ignores another very Im- 
portant point—that there is exhibited far 
more ** discontent” at the hours of labor than 
at the compensation. The bitterest strikes 
are for the short day” rather than for 
large pay, altho, of course, the discontented 
men seek both. It should be borne in mind, 
too, that the farmers, who, accordimg to A 
Workingman,” are the lowest paid and hard- 
est worked of all classes of workingmen, 


though they may be discontented, do no 


propose to break the laws or to overturn so- 
ciety in order to establish Socialism as the 
remedy for their complaints, 

But the most serious part of the complaint 
of “ A Workingman seems to be that, as he 
alleges, “‘ there are in this country 21,000 
firms who control three-fourths of the min- 
ing and manufacturing enterprises of the Na- 
tion. There are grave doubts of the accuracy: 
of the statistics, but it is not necessary to go 
into that. Let us see who are those who 
control the industries referred to and who by 
their ability, skill, energy, and enterprise 
are developing the resources of the country 
and furnish employment at good wages to 
millions of men, including, perhaps, a million 
of European immigrants who have arrived 
during the last few years and who, had they 
remained in thelr native country, would be 
constantly on the verge of starvation and 
working for one-third to one-half the pay 
which so dissatisfies and enrages them in 
this country. The members of the 21,000 
big firms are: (1) Those who have saved 
their earnings and who have invested the 
capital thus acquired in the best labor-sa ving 
machines, or those who have, through their 
ingenuity, invented such machines; (2) those 
who practice the best business methods; 
(3) those who can keep down expenses by care- 
ful economy and superior organization of 
their forces and by other legitimate means; 
(4) those who buy the raw materials on the 
best terms for cash; (5) those who 
can make the best terms for the transporte- 
tion of the raw material into their factories, 
and for the transportation of the manufaet- 
ured article out to their customers: 
(6) those who, by their superior intelligence, 
tact, energy, and foresight, find markets 
for their goods, often going almost to the 
ends of the earth to secure customers; 
(7) those who can sell at the smallest. margin 
through the superior organization of their 


firms and their more economical methods, 


thus greatly benefiting consumers, and de- 
pending gn large sales and small profits on 
each transaction to make their aggregate 


gains;

(8) those who can give favorable 
credits to buyers, commission agents, middle- 
men, and consumers, for one reason or an- 
other; (9) those who can save most in the 
way of interest, or who can conduct business 
without borrowing, thus saving an item of 


genuity, energy, and ability, and who exer- 
cise those qualities, those who can be self- 
denying, economical, alert, and watchful in 
regard to all the details of their business, 
constant in attention to business, and re- 
sourceful in cases of emergency. In propor- 
tion as men are endowed with those quall- 
ties, or have acquired those capacities and 
methods, are they successful. Their suc 
cess is the result of brain power and individ- 
ual exertion. All that goes to make them 
successful, in addition to the rewards of their 
success, is invested and put into operation to 
establish and extend gigantic enterprises, to 
develop new fields of activity, and to utilize 
everything that nature has given to man for 
his uses. 

“ A Workingman” would discourage and 
destroy that individual enterprise and energy 
which have resulted in adding so much to the 
world’s wealth and comfort, and which have 
provided for 3,000,000 of men in America 
more lucrative employment than can be had 
elsewhere in the world, by establishing a 
system of work without wages under the 
control of the State, and a universal pauper- 
ism growing out of it under the name of State 
Socialism.

These figures are smaller 
than the corresponding ones a week ago by 
33,009 in wheat and larger by 361,201 in 
corn. The visible supply of wheat for the 
corresponding week a year ago increased 
1,243,447 bushels.

Thus the official record shows that, whatever 
“revelimg" the ex-Mayor did while in Europe, 
no part of the cost came out of the City Treas- 
ury. And as to che members of his Admin- 
istration who were robbing the City Treasury 
while be was in Europe,” be had never heard 
of it before. It nas been the general beiief 
that during the time he held the Mayoralty or- 
dinances were passed by the Council without 
„ boodle, ani that the members of his Ad- 
ministration conducted themselves honestiy. 
Perhaps Van Peit refers to the failure of the 
City Treasurer, David A. Gage, to pay over to 
hia successor all the funds charged arainst 
him on the Controller's books. But that official 
was quite independent of the Mayor. He was 
elected and reflected by the people, and was 
not appointed nor removable by the Mayor, 
and bis bond was accopted by the Count be- 
fore Mayor Medill was inaugurated. He made 
monthly sworn statements to the Controller of 
the money he claimed to have on hand, which 
corresponded with the amounts charged against 
him on the books, and he paid promptly all 
checks and drafts made upon him while Medill 
was Mayor, and he was the most popular and 
influentiai Democrat in the city. 80 this dart 
at the editor of “Ine Trisune fails to the 
grouad as harmiess as the other.

To Avoid Russian Enmity Laboulaye Is Cast 
for the Foreign Portfolie, with Gen. Bou- 
langer for War—Conservative and Union- 
ist Conference in London—Emperor Wiil- 
jam Attends the Sitting of the Commis- 
sion on Frontier Defenses—Collision with 
Students at St. Petersburg. 


PAris, Dec. 6..—M. Fioquet has made an offer 
to President Grévy to form a Cabinet. In 
order to avoid Russian comity, M. Floquet is 
willing to take the Ministry of the Interior In- 
stead of the foreign portfolio, together with 
the Presidency of the council. The rest of the 
Cabinet is forecast as follows: M. Laboulaye, 
Foreign Affairs; M. Rouvier, Finance; M. 
Gobiet, Instruetion; Gen. Boulanger, War; M. 
Lockroy, Commerce. 

[Charles rr Floquet, lawyer and pee 
licist, was born at St. Geampied-de-Port Oct. 5, 
1828. He completed his studies in the adminis- 
tration school in 18468. He appeared in a number 
of political cases, notably that of the Opéra 
Comique. He ulso contributed to the Demo- 
cratic press, Le Siecle and Le Temps, and in 1861, 
with MM. Herold and Ferry and others, he pub- 
lished an electoral manual, which had a very large 
circulation. In 1863 he was condemned and a pen- 
alty was inflicted on him for illegal associations. 
In 1867 he shouted, in the presence of the Czar 
Alexander, who had come from Russia to assist 
in the Universal Exposition, “Hurrah for Po- 

i!’ For this he was punished. In Septem- 
ber, 1870, he was appoitted associate to the 
Mayor of Paris, and from this position be was 
elected a Representative in February, 1877. He

He was 
cruelly shaken by the death of Gen. Pittie, 
who long bad been his only confidant; and 
grave political trouble coming at such a time 
overpowered the worth old man. If it were 
not fer his patriotic sense of duty and regard 
for bis country there us not a doubt be 
would resign tomorrow; but the situa- 
tion is serious enovgh without his adding 
to its gravity. From his standpoint, only M. 
de Freycinet is possible. To him M. Floquet 
is unpalatable and Ciémenceau nauseous. It 
is said tonight in Deputies circies that if M. 
de Freycinet is obdurate M. Clémenceau will 
be called upon as the only logical solution of 
the difficulty to save dissolution. The most 
important present result is the probability that 
this revelation of instability will frighten the 
Czar out ot the contemplated coneert with 
France.

MILWAUKEE NOTES OF INTEREST. 


The Case of the Rioters Given to the Jury— 
Other Court News. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 6.—( Special. }—On the 
opening of the Municipal Court this torenvon 
for the resumption of argument in the Grott- 
kau and Moessinger riot cases Attorney Aus- 
tin, for the defense, surprised Judge, counsel, 
and spectators by the ansouncement that 
Judge Sloan bad no further jurisdiction and 
that the case could go no further. This 
opinion, he explained, was based on 
a Supreme Court ruling that a trial 
cannot be -.continued over from one 
term to another, and the term iin 
which the Grottkau and Moessinger trial com- 
menced had come to a close with Saturday's 
adjournment. He would have reminded his 
Honor of this fact Saturday, but it had not 
come to his mind. The matter was argued 
pro and con to considerable length, and finally 
dec that the trial must proceed, whereupon 
Mr. Austin addressed the jury in behalt of the 
defendant Moessinger, Capt. Black of Chicago 
having made Grottkau’s appeal to the jury 
Saturday. Mr. Austin was followed by Dis- 
trict-Attorney Williams tor the State, ana 
it was late in the atternoon when 
the case wae civen to the jury. 
At 5:40 o'clock the jury retired, and at a 
late hour tonight vo verdict has been returned. 
After the jury retired District-Attorney WIlI- 
lams informed the court that since the triai 
began an outrageous libel contained in a poem 
and an editorial published in Grott«au’s paper 
bad been publisbed. The matter is of the 
most vilainous character, and accuses Judge 
Sloan of being bought up by the capitalists, 
saying his opinions were entirely influenced 
by money. It refers to bim as an old fascal, 
and in terms of a much more libelous cbar- 
acter. :

FIERCE DEEDS OF MURDER 


A DRAMATIC SHOOTING AFFAIR AT 
MEMPHIS, TENN, 


L. R. Goodwin Kills a Young Man Who 
Had Spoken Evil of His Sister—A Great 
Sensation Created by the Act-—A Gam- 
bler, Enraged by Jealousy, Ends His Mis- 
tress’ Life and His Own—A Double Trag- 
edy Enacted by Laborers at Louis- 
ville. 

Mempnis, Tenn., Dec. 6. — (Special.)—A 
very sensational killing oceurred this after- 
noon in the rotunda of the Peabody Hotel. 
About 4:80 o’clock as Thomas Dalton, aged 24, 
who bas resided here ali bis life, was seated 
near the centre of the rotunda be was ap- 
proached by L. R. Godwin with a drawn pis- 
tol in his band, who at once opened fire 
upon him. The first shot strack Dalton just 
above the pit of the stomach. He staggered to 
his feet for a moment, whirled around, and 
fell to the floor cryme for mercy. Godwin de- 
liberately cocked bis pistol and fired again at 
Dalton, who lay writhing on the floor. This 
was repeated twice, making four shots, all of 
which struck Dalton in the breast, and ne died 
almost instantly. Godwin after the sbooting 
laid his pistol on the cigar stand and coolly 
walked to the front door of the hotel leading 
to Main street, where be was arrested by 2 
citizen and turned over to a police of- 
cer. Tne weapon used was a Smith 
& Wesson 38-calibre pistol. Godwin, on being 
taken to the station-house, would make no 
statement beyond the fact that he bad killed 
Tom Dalton. The rotunda ot we botel was 
well filled with guests when the shooting be- 
gan, and there was a genuine stempede by 
those in close proximity to the spot where the 
tragedy was being enacted. L. R. Godwin, or. 
as he is familiarly called, Russell, is only 22 
years of age. He is the son of Jonn R. God- 
Win. one of Memphis’ most prominent citizens, 
and who is a large cotton factor. Dalton nas 
clerked in several retail shoe stores bere. Last 
Augen was whispered among a certain 
circte of Dalton's friends that be had bad & 
very narrow escape from death at the bands 
of John J. Polk, the son-in-law of Mr. God- 
win, who, it was alleged at the time, bad caught 
Dalton in his house. These and other rumors 
affecting the bonor of Mrs. Polk were circulat- 
ed by Dalton, untilon the advice of police 
officers be thought it best for bim to leave 
Memphis, and he went to St. Louis about the 
Ist of September. The scandalous rumors 60 
quietly whispered then bad been forgotten un- 
tii tuday, when by hie being killed they are 
pow in active circuiation. Dalton returned to 
Memphis last Friday to attend the wedding of 
his cousin, which was to have occurred tomor- 
row. His widowed mother and two 
young sisters reside on Elliott street. 
The murder bas created a great 
sensation. The deliberate manner of young 
Godwim in killing bis victim bas aroused a 
strong sentiment against him. Gen. Luke R. 
Wright, Thomas Turley, and Gen. G. P. M. 
Turner, three of the most prominent lawyers 
in the city, have already been retained for the 
defense. There is no doubt but that the evi- 
dence at th@ trial will be of a very sensational 
character. 


A Gambler's Desperate Deed. 
Wasninaton, D. C., Dec. 6.—About eight- 
een months ago John Rowe, a gambler in New 
York, came to Washington with a full pocket- 
book. He was accompanied by Minnie Ray- 
mond, bis mistress, whom be shortly estab- 


lished as proprietress of a bagnio south of the 
avenue. About six months ago he encoun- 
tered a streak of bad luck and lost all his 


mosey. He was discarded vy his paramour in 
favor. of another man, said to de 
the son of a prominent dry-goods 


merchaut. Rowe went to the house and asked 
her for money. On betng refused he upbraided 
her, and was ejected from the house by the 
police. He threatened the woman’s life at the 
time. Tonight, mad witb jealousy and bis re- 
duced circumstances, be went to the dive and 
shot the woman through the head. He then 
shot himself through the head, causing almost 
instant death. The woman is still alive, but 
will probably die. 


A Murderous Convict Shot. 
PitTssura, Pa., Dec. 6.—George B. Watt, a 
convict serving nine years in the Riverside 
Penitentiary for highway robbery, ‘was per- 
baps fatally wounded this evening by Deputr- 
Warden McKean. Watt bad a dispute with 
the guard at theinner gate, and when ordered 
to bis cell drew a knifeand made a savage as- 
saulton the officer. McKean then came tothe 
assistance of the guard and a desperate strug- 
gie ensued. Watt got away, however, started 
down the corridor flourishing the knife, when 
McKean drew his revolver and shot bim inthe 
groin. The wounded man was then overpow- 
ered and taken tothe bospital. His condition 
at midnight was very,critical,and he may not 
survive. The Prison Board at a meeting to- 

night exonerated the Deputy Warden. 


A Juastifiable Honticide. 

CLEVELAND, O., Dec. 6.—William Franks 
and Jacob Berrington went to visit John 
Dhese, a farmer iiving near Bucyrus, O., to- 
day. They drank liberaily of hard cider and 
became intoxicated. Dbese refused to give them 
more cider, when Franks attacked bim with 
an ax. Dhese drew a revolver and fired twice 
at Franks, one ball striking him in the back 
and the other in the abdomen. Franks will 
die. The Coroner holds that the shooting was 
in self-defense. 


Treacherously Killed by an Italian. 
New York, Dec. 6.—Dominick Cassell, an 
Italian, this evening, in a beer dive in Mul- 
berry street, mortally wounded Nicola Tuozzo, 
shooting him in the abdomen. Tuozzo is said 
to have been the leader of a band of brigands, 
and to have served penal sentence at bome. 


He was shot while reclaiming goods stolen 


from bim by Cassell, who is said 
ago to have killed his wife.

CRUSHED IN THE RUINS. 


A Roof Caves In Under the Pressure of the 
Snow and Injures Several Men. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Dec. 6.—/ Special, }— 
A fatal accident occurred at Dayton last night 
in the stock-bouse of the Dayton Cos! & Iron 
Company. The snow, which had fallen to a 
depth of eleven inches, drifted on the roof of 
the house, a building 200 feet square, until. it 
could no longer resist the weight, and fell with 
a crash. Foreman Kerner and five work- 
men were in the buildme when the roof 
gave way. They had no warning and 
were not apprised of their danger until 
the rafters began to break away from the cen- 
tre-pole. The men were all at work packing 
stock. Kerner first detected the danger, and 
ballooed to his men, ** Kun for your ves! 
But before they could reach the door the roof 
collapsed at all pots, and the heavy rafters, 
with their weight of sbingles and snow, came 
down with a deafening crasb. 

Kerner and two of the men were caugbt un- 
der the mass and crushed to the earth. The 
other two men near the gide of the building 
took refoge in a corner, and when tue roof 
fell to the centre of the buliding the ends of 
the rafters, which were braced to the side of 
the building, tumbled im and rested against 
the walls, leaving a space for the men under- 
neath, They were both hurt, but hopes 
are entertained of their recovery. They 
climbed out through the débris witbout 
assistance. The crash of the building brought 
the turnace bands to the assistance of the un- 
fortunate men, and all went to work immedi- 
ately to extricate them. Their groans ana 
cries indicated where each was buried, and 
the rescuing party was able to work success- 
fully. in an hour the injured men were all 
recovered, Their arms and legs were broken, 
and they sustained other injuries that will 
prove fatal.

Reducing the Water Taxes. 

The special committee of the Council to 
consider the advisability of reducing the rates 
of water taxes will meet Thursday. Superin- 
tendent Hand recommends that cottages of 
the ordinary small size be assessed for one 
story only; that frontage rates should only be 
charged on front bulidings, and that proper- 
ties which do not cover the entire lot frontage 
should be aliowed a just and proportionate 
discount; that water troughs for animals be 
not assessed, and that for restaurants the 
charges should be based on the capacity of 
the place, and that a just reduction be made 
on water-closets, wasb-basins, etc., so that the 
charges shall bear uniformiyan all except 
barber-sbops and bathing establishments. 
Mr. Hana’s sole object is to secure an equita- 
bie distribution of the burdens of taxation, 
which may or may not be a reduction of the 
city’s revenue; and ne suggests to the com- 
mittee that che interpretation of certain con- 
flicting ordinaaces regulating the collection of 
water taxes be left to the Commissioner of 
Public Works and Water Superintendent for 
decision, 


A Very Peculiar Case. 

About two months ago Harry E. Gibson, a 
gentiemaniy-appearing youth whose home is 
in Washington Court-House, O., applied at the 
Palmer House for the posiuon of furniture 
inspector. He was given a place as beli-boy 
and worked until last Saturday, when he fell 
down-stairs apd injured himeelf so seriously 
that he had to go to bed. The next day be de- 
veloped symptoms of hsdrophobia. In his con- 
vulsions he struck at every one who approached 
his bed. Yesterday he snapped and snorted 
like a dog in tis paroxysms, and those who bad 
occasion to go near him were so alarmed 
that word was sent to the Central Station 
for a couple of policemen. The officers 
took the patient from the hotel and 
seot bim to the Alexian’ Brothers’ 
Hospital. The bospital authorities, however, 
deciined to accept him on account of his vio- 
lence, tearing that he might injure other pa- 
tients. He was then sent to the County Jail 
and.lodged in the insane department, where 
he became subdued. It is thought at the jau 
that be was suffering frcm epilepsy.

A Fresh Movement for Statehood to Be 
Made. 

St. Pat., Minn., Dec. 6.— [Special. — T. V. 
Eddy of Watertown said today: Tes, I am 
Speaker of the Legislature of the State of 
South Dakota. The second session of the Leg- 
islature will convene at the Capitol at Huron 
Dec. 15. Our Constitutional Convention has 
never adjourned sine die, and is to meet at 
Huron at the same time as the Legislature. 
We don’t know just what action we shall take 
when we meet, but we mean to do something 
that will impress upon President Clevelana 
and the people of this country the fact that 
we are demanding certain things which ought 
not longer to be withheld from us. Our chief 
desire is to be admitted to the Union of States 
where we properly belong, and for which we 
have every qualification. Our Constitution 
now bas a clause which practically forbids 
our State officers from setting the 
wheels of government in motion. The first 
subject to be considered dy the Lerislature 
will be whether or not it is advisable to rec 
ommend the members of the Constitutional 
Convention to remove by amendment this 
clause, which alone blocks the wheels of an in- 
dependent government. Ican’t say whether 
we will deem it advisabie to so recommend or 
not. If we should the President would have 
to resort to judicial or military interference 
and decigre our State and Government illegal. 
Of course we would make no armed resistance, 
but it would have the effect of making the issue 
one of national importance. Our rights and 
wrongs would be discussed by every one, and 
it might basten the day of our deliverance. 
Our legislative body is composed of ninety- 
nine members of the House and thirty-three 
members of the Senate. I think nearly every 
member will be in his seat when the Legisia- 
ture convenes.”

AUDIBLE 800 MILES AWAY. 


A New Telephone Invention Which Does 
Away with Distaice. 
GALVESTON, Tex., Dec. 6.—What is regarded 
bere as a most important test in the newly- 
invented telephone was made yesterday and 
proved a great success. The instrument is 
known as the Barriett-Nelms telephone, be ing 
the ifvention of S. L. Barriett and W. W. 
Nelms, both young men and residents of 
Houston. The test consisted of talking over a 
wire 830 miles long, it beimg the distance to 
New Orleans and return. The articulation was 
far more distinct and perfect than over ordi- 
nary short circuits by the Bell telephone. 
Some dozen leading citizens talked over the 
circuit yesterday, and all agreed they had 
never held a more satisfactory conversation. 
Tne new invention differs from the Bell, Edi- 
son, and all other telepones, inasmuch «a it 
combines the effects of an induction coil and 
the helix of a handphone, causing them to act 
simultaneously and in concert with each other 
by winding the coils in tne same direction and 
using a carbon diaphragm with the carbon in- 
tact, thus enabling the use of a large amount 
of battery. Yesterday's test was made with 
turee ceils for a short distance. No battery 
whatever is required, the automatic dynamo- 
current being sufficient to articuiate with great 
distinctness and sieadiness. The inventors 
claim they can talk from New York to San 
Francisco with the same distinctness as yes- 
terday’s test. A caveat bas been issued on tne 
new instrument and the Patent-Office is now 
considering their application for a patent.

[A GRAIN VESSEL MISSING. 


FEARS THAT THE SCHOONER SYLVES- 
TER NEELON I8 LOST. 


She Left Chicago Two Weeks Ago and Is 
Ten ‘Days Overdue at Collingwood— 
Eleven Big Steamers Force a Passage 
Through the Ice-Blecked Rivers—The 
Wrecked Metropolis Abandoned—Capt. 
Glenn's Murderous Assailant — Vessel 
Movements. 

Two weeks ago today the Canadian schr 
Sylvester Neeion left Chicago for Collingwood, 
and has not yet reached her destination. Many 
believe sbe bas gone to the bottom. The schr 
Midland Rover, which left m company with 
the Neeion, arrived at Collingwood ten days 
ago, and the last that was beard from the 
Neelon was when she arrived at Cheboygan 
for shelter week before last. She was thou 
badly coated with ice and had lost part of ber 
canvas. Capt. Finn, who is agent for the 
Neelon at this port, is unable to find any trace 
of her, and the Canadian agent at Hamilton 


report of the vessel since she left Cheboygan. 
Capt. Fina is quite anxious about ber, but 


thinks she may bave found shelter in 
one of the numerous coves that indent 
the shores of Georgian Bay. If she 


bad gone ashore the fact would probably have 
been reported by this time. Vessel masters 
who are thoroughly acquainted with Georgian 
Bay express the belief that the Neelon bas 
either foundered or is frozen in at some point 
with which there is no telegraphic communi 
cation. If the last theqry is correct the crew 
may be stripping the vessel and getting ber 
ready for winter quarters, If she is lost it is 
not likely that any trace will be tound of the 
wreck this winter. The Neelon was bullt in 
1874, measures 897. tons, and is vaiued at 
$10,000. She is commanded by Capt. A. Milli- 
gan of Kingston ana carries a crew of six men. 
Among the crew are Henry Milligan, brother 
of the Captain, and bis brother-in-law, B. Greg- 
ory of St. Catharines. Joseph Mandeville of 


Kingston and F. Lawrence and R. Crosby of 
Garden Isiand were before the mast. The 
cargo, consisting of 21.000 busbels of coro, was 
288 by William Young & Co., and is vaiued 
at $9,000. 


Around the Lakes. 

Dyrnorr, Mich., Dec. 6.—|Special.]—Of the fit- 
teen vessels composing the Chicago grain fleet 
which passed here today there is not one but 
which shows the effects of the severe weather 
encountered since leaving for Buffalo. Some of 
the fleet left Chicago six days ago. A blinding 
snow-storm set in Wednesday, rendering it im- 
possible to distinguish objects a ship's length 
ahead, and continued with uninterrupted fury 
until Friday. Old-timers who have sailed for 
thirty years and upwards declare that it was one 
of the toughest trips in their experience. The 
propellers from the rail up are literally sheathed 
with solid ice. The outside of the pilot-houses 


forward have a coat of ice three 
inches thick, extending over the top 
and completely hiding the windows from 


view. The upper decks forward were covered 
with ice even with and in some places over the 
hatches. It took them three days to reach Man- 
itowoc, the time which it usually requires to 
make the through trip to Buffalo. Every sea 
dashed over the deck and froze the snow solid as 
fast as it fell. The ice had to be chopped away. 
Yesterday morning they arrived in Lake St. 
Clair, which was found impassable. The ferry- 
boats Excelsior. Ariel, and Fortune were sent to 
their assistance. It took the ice-crushers all day 
to get the grain fleet down to Detroit. Here they 
were obliged to stop for coal and provisions. The 
Susquehanna burned 100 tons of coal before get- 
ting here, and took on fifty tons more at this 

rt. The value of the cargoes’ of the fleet is 

.000,000. The ferries crushed the ice for the 
fieet from here to Bar Point. 


AMHERSTBURG, Ont., Dec. 6.—[Special.}—The 
steamships Susquehanna, Commodore, Tacom 
Packer, Rochester, Oceanica, Albany, Idaho, an 
Philadelphia passed here this morning, accom- 

anied by the ferry stmrs Fortune and Ariel. 
The Tioga, withthe disabled stmr Jewett, fol- 
lowed shortly after, accompanied by the ferry 
Garland, to assist her over the crossing and 
through the ice. The Rochester also passed a 
line to the Jewett when they got outside the 
river, and the three big steamers, side by side, 
started down Lake Erie. Forsome time they 
could be seen on Bar Point, but they all got 
away and during the afternoon passed Colchester. 
They have afine night to make the run down 
Lake Erie. Never before was such a sight seen 
on Detroit River—eleven of the finest steamships 
afloat in a bunch. The ferry steamers will see 
them out the passage. The steam-barze Wet- 
more, laden with grain, has gone into winter quar- 
ters here, and also the steam-barge Benton with 
the Moonlight and Baker, lumber laden. 

Port Hunox, Mich., Dec. 6.—The tug Porter 
arrived back last night from the wrecked schr 
G. W. Davis, ashore at Bayfield, thirty-seven 
miles above here. The Davis is in fair shape 
and lies inside of two reefs that are covered with 
ice in such — that they will protect the ves- 
sel from a northwester. The vessel is a complete 
iceberg. She is loaded with pig-iron, which is to 
be taken out on a lighter. The tug leaves again 
for the wreck tonight. The crewof the Davis 
have gone to Cleveland. 

TORONTO, Ont., Dec. 6.—[Special.|—The sud- 
den closing up of the bay by ice has placed 
several vessels in a predicament. Last night the 
steam-barges Brune and Niagara stuck in the 
channel and their crews have been engaged all 
day in battling with the ice. Three schooners, 
supposed to be the Laurie, Emerald, and Acadia, 
with coal, made their appearance today and 
fears are entertained that they will be unable to 
force an entrance through the ice.

GROVER AND THE SOLDIERS. 


Effect of the President's Insults in Indiana— 
Intense Indignation Created. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 4,—|/ Cincinnati 
Gazette.}—It will not take much more of Cleve- 
land’s Administration to make red-bot Repub- 
licans of every man in Indiana who fought in 
the Union armies during the late War. The 
recent magnificent victory in the Congression- 
al race in this State was largely due to the 
treatment of old soldiers by the present Au- 
ministration. The brutal language of the 
President in vetoing pension bilis stirred the 


blood of the old veterans, and they resented 
it by voting almost to a man for Republican 
candidates for Cougress. The pluralities in 
the various districts were as follows:

I met one last night who left an arm in Ten- 
nossee, and asked him what be thought about 
it. Witn eyes of fire be said: A few more 
such appointments and the Kepublican major- 
ity in 1888 will be so big that it will take until 
1890 to count m. Another said: Until that 
and other insults to the boys in biuve is 
atoned for I will never again vote for a Demo- 
erat for any office.”” Still anotner said: The 
Democratic party is under the control of the 
Rebels, just as it was under the thumb of the 
siaveboiders before the War.“ Another said: 
“To put any ex-Rebeil into any piace in the 
Pension Department is an insult to every man 
who wore the blue, but to put any of the An- 
dersonville murderers into a position where he 
can pass upon the vlalms of the soldiers to 
pensions outrages decency and is an insuit 
that cannot be forgiven. Hereafter the boys 
in blue will march shoulder to sboulder at the 
baliot-box as they did on the field of battle.“ 

I met Gen. Jonna Coburn today and asked him 
what be thought ot it. He said: 

I am not surprised at this appointment of the 
President. The ass knows his master’s erib. I 
have no doubt that it is a good average appoint- 
ment for Cleveland, But to Republicans and 
old soldiers it is an insut and a bitter mockery 
to have such a fellow in such a position. ,Cleve- 
land evidently believes that a Rebel is better 
than a Union soldier, judging from the whole 
line of his appointments, e is wo blind to dis- 
criminate between patriots and traitors, and just 
vulgar enough to put one of the petty inquisitors 
of Andersonvilleina place where he can spit 
with impunity in the face of Union soldiers. It 
is a deed worthy of the hangman of Buffalo. His 
game is to make himself solid with the South, 
and so he selects the men who are infamous for 
crimes against their country and humanity. 

The General was 60 stirred witn indignation 
at the insult to the Union veterans that he 
could bardly talk, and his feelings on the sub- 
ject are heartily shared by the old veterans, 
and especially among those who suffered in 
Andersonville. It is Mkely the various posts 
of the G. A. R. will take public action con- 
demning it. They do not expect to effect any- 
thing with Cleveland, but they do expect to 
create a sentiment among the remaining vet- 
erans that will rebuke such appointments and 
give alesson to all future Administrations. 
Maj. Charles L. Holatein was asked for his 
opinion and be said: 

I cannot do the subject justice. 
be some mistake about it. It seems impossible 
that such a thing should be as the appointment 
of an Andersonville prison guard to office, and in 
the Pension Office! Just think of ft! Surely the 
President will not allow it. Ihad no personal 
experience in Southern prison-pens. but I have 
heard comraaes describe them, and | have read a 
great deal about them. Andersonville was the 
worst of the lot. Its realities surpass the imag- 
ired horrors of the Inferno. More than 13.000 
Union prisoners died there. The death-rate at 
one time was as high as seventy-five a day. The 

risoners were unhoused and almost starved. 

hey were even denied abundant firewood, 
though the prison was nearly surrounded by 
dense forests. The stockade embraced about fif- 
teen acres, and this space was inclosed by hewn 
pine logs, joined closely together. Within twen- 
ty feet of this stockade on the inside was the 
dead line—to cross which was certain death at 
the hands of the prison guards, some of whom 
were too quick on the trigger. Shooting prisoners 
was no uncommon thing. The horrors of Ander- 
sonville cannot be exaggerated. The cruelties 
practiced on Union soldiers in Southern prison- 
pens are unforgivablecrimes. It is due the brave 
Confederates who met tie boys in blue in battle 
to say they, too, hold in contempt and hate the 
men who are responsible for these wrongs. Con- 
federate inspectors and surgeons protested 
against and reported these outrages, but all to 
no purpose. These prison-pens furnish the dark- 
est chapter in the history of the Rebellion. 


SOUTHWESTERN AFFAIRS. 


How a New Mexican Regards the Cutting, 
Manning, and Sedgwick Matters.

The Proposed Boycott on Browning, King 
& Co. 

Mr. Henry W. King said yesterday, in regard 
to the proposed boycott on the goods of Brown- 
ing.

portance. His version of the difficulty was 
about as follows: All last summer the firm 


gave its clothing cutters a halt-day's holiday“ 


Saturday, without cuttmg down their wages. 
Some time in October the men were notified that 
Nov. 1 the old system, ten hours each day ex- 
cept Saturday and eight bours that day, would 
be resumed. The men objected, and when the 
day for the order to take effect arrived the 
men struck.

went. The Cutters’ Union bere, being in sym- 
pathy with the New York men, have asked 
that the boycott be applied to bring the firm 
to terms. Mr. hing says the men only ask 
for seven bours’ work Saturday, but the firm 
feels that, having allowed them a half- holiday 
Saturday all summer, it cannot now accede to 
tneir demands. The firm employs 6,000 per- 
sons, directly and indirectly, and 3,000 of these 
are Knights of Labor. They are well satisfied 
with their treatment, Mr. King says, and only 
a small number are making the trouble. He 
does not think the Knights of Labor will in- 
dorse the boycott.

This rejoinder of alleged of- 
fenses, one within and the other exterior to Mex- 
ico, induced me to order special investigation of 
the case, gw I which Mr. Cut was re- 
leased. The incident has, however, disclosed a 
claim of jurisdiction by Mexico novel in our his- 
tory, whereby any offense, committed anywhere, 
by a foreigner, penal in the place of its commis- 
sion, and of which a Mexican is the — may, 
if the offender be found in Mexico. be there tried 
and punished in conformity with Mexican laws. 
Jurisdiction was sustained by the courts of Mex- 
ico in the oe case and approved by the exec- 
utive branch of that Government upon the 
authority of the Mexican statute. The Appel- 
late Court, in releasing Mr. Cutting, decided 
that the abandonment of the complaint 
by the Mexican citizens aggrieved by the 
alleged crime (a libelous publication), re- 
moved the basis of further prosecution, and 
also declared justice to have been satisfied by the 
enforcement of a small part of the original sen- 
tence. The admission of such a pretension would 
be attended with serious results, invasive of the 
jurisdiction of this Government, and highly dan- 
es to our citizens in foreign lands; therefore

manded for them. With less than that this Gov- 
ernment will not be content when life or liberty 
of its citizens is at stake. Whatever the degree 
to which extra territorial criminal jurisdiction 
may have been formerly allowed by consent and 
reciprocal agreement among certain of tne Euro- 
pean States, no such doctrine or practice was 
ever known to the laws of this country or of that 
from which our institutions have mainly been 
derived. 

In the case of Mexico there are reasons espe- 
cially strong for rfect harmony in the mutual 
exercise of jurisdiction. Nature has made us 
irrevocably neighbors, and wisdom and kind 
feeling should make us friends. The overfiow 
of capital and enterprise from the United 
States is a potent factor in assisting the devel- 
opment of the resources of Mexico and in 
— z | up the property of both countries. To 
assist this good work all grounds of apprehen- 
sion for the security of person and property 
should be removed, and I trust thatin the inter- 
ests of good neighborhood the statute referred 
to will be so modified as to eliminatejthe present

In Other Countries. 


The Government of — — lias ex- 
hibited concern in relation to features of 
our tariff laws, which are supposed by them to 
be aimed at a class of tobacco produced in the 
Dutch East Indies. Comment would seem un- 
necessary upon the unwisdom of legislation ap- 
pearing to ve a special National discrimina- 
tion for its object which, although unintentional, 
may give rise to injurious retaliation. 

The establishment, less than four years ago, of 
a legation at Teheran is bearing fruit in the in- 
terest exhibited by the Shah's Government in the 
industrial activity of the United States and the 
opportunities of beneficial interchanges. 

table government is now happily restored in 
Peru by election of a constitutional Presi- 
dent, and a period of rehabilitation is entered 
upon; but recovery is necessarily slow from the 
exhaustion ca sed by the late war and civil dis- 
turbances. A convention to adjust by arbitra- 
tion the claims of our citizens has been promised 
and is under consideration. 

The naval officer who bore to Siberia the testi- 
monials bestowed by Congress in recognition of 
the aid given to the Jeannette survivors has suc- 
cessfully accomplished his mission. His inter- 
esting report will be submitted. It is pleasant 
to know that this mark of appreciation has been 
welcomed by the Russian Government and peo- 
ple as befits the traditional friendship of the two 
countries. 

Civil perturbations in the Samoan Islands 
have during the last few years been a source of 
considerable embarrassment to the three Gov- 
ernments—Germany. Great Britain, and the 
United States—whose relations and extra terri- 
torial rights in that important group are guar- 
anteed by treaties. The weakness of the native 
administration and the conflict of o in- 
terests in the islands have led King Malietoa to 
seek alliance or protection in some one quarter, 
regardless of the distinct ments whereby 
no one of the three treaty Powers may acquire 
any paramount or exclusive interest. In May 
last Malletoa offered to place Samoa under the 

rotection of the United States, and the late 
Jonsul, without authority, assumed to grant it. 
The proceeding was promany disavowed, and 
the overzealous official recalled. Special agents 
of the three Governments have been deputed to 
examine the situationin the islands. With a 
change in the representation of all three Powers 
and a harmonious understanding between them, 
the peace, prosperity, autonomous administra- 
tration, and neutrality of Samoa can hardly fail 


to be secured. 

It appearing that the Government of Spain did 
not extend to the flag of the United States in the 
Antilles the whole measure of reciprocity requi- 
sit under our statute for the continuance of the 
suspension of discriminations against the .— 
ish flag in our ports, I was constrained in Octo- 
ber last to rescind my predecessor's proclama- 
tion of Feb. 14, 1884, permitting such 
suspension. An arrangement was, however, 
speedily reached, and upon notification 
from the Government of Spain that all 
differential treatment of our vessels and their 
cargoes from the United Stases or from any for- 
eign country had been completcly and absolutely 
relinguished, I availed myself of the discretion 
conferred by law, and issued the 27th of October 
my proclamation — reciprocal suspen- 
sion in the United States. It is most gratifying 
to bear testimony to the earnest spirit in which 
the Government of the Queen Regent has met 
our efforts to avert the initiation of commercial 
discriminations and reprisals, which are ever 
disastrous to the material interests and the polit- 
ical good will of the countries they may affect. 
The profitable development of the large commer- 
cial exchanges between the Uni tates and 
the Spanish Antilles is naturally an object of 
solicitude. Lying close at our doors, and finding 
here their markets of supply and demand, the 
welfare of Cuba and Porto Rico and their pro- 
duction and trade are scarcely less important to 
us than to Spain. Their commercial and finan- 
cial movements are so naturally a part of our 
system that no obstacle to fuller, freer inter- 
course should be permitted to exist. The 
standing instructions of our representatives 
at Madrid and Havana havefor years been to 
leave no effort unessayed to further these ends, 
and at no time has the equal good desire of Spain 
been more hopefully manifested than now. The 
Government of Spain by thus removing the con- 
sular tonnage fees on cargoes shipped to the 
Antilles, and by reducing passport fees, has 
shown its recognition of the u of less tram- 
meled intercourse. 

An effort has been made during the last year 
to remove the hindrances to the proclamation of 
the treaty of naturalization with the Sublime 
Porte, signed in i874, which has remained inop- 
erative owing toa disagreement of interpreta- 
tion of the clauses relating tothe effects of the 
return to and sojourn ofa naturalized citizen in 
the land of his origin. I trust soon to be able to 
announce a favorable settlement ofthe differ- 
ences as to this interpretation. 

It has been highly satisfactory to note the im- 

roved treatment of American missionaries in 

rkey, as has been attested by their acknow!l- 
edgments to our late Ministerto that Govern- 
ment of his successful exertions in their behalf.

DOMESTIC MATTERS. 


Legislation Concerning Citizenship and Nat- 
uralization. 


I renew the recommendation of my last annual 
message, that the existing legislation concerning 
citizenship and naturalization be revised. We 
have treaties with many States providing for the 
renunciation of citizenship by naturalized aliens, 
but no statute is found to give effect to such en- 
gegeoments, nor any which provides a sceded 
central bureau for the registration of naturalized 
citizens. 

Experience suggests that our statutes regulat- 
ing extradition might be advantageously amend- 
ed by a provision for the transit across our ter- 
ritory (now a convenient thoroughfare of travel 
from one foreign country W another) of fugitives 
surrendered by a foreign Government toa third 
State. Such provisions are usual in the legisla- 
tion of other countries, and tend to prevent the 


mi of justice. It is also desirable, in 
order to remove present uncertainties, that au- 
*hority should be conferred on the Secretary of 
State to issue a certificate in case of an arrest 
for the purpose of extradition to the officer be- 


fore whom the proceeding is pending, showing 
that a requisition for the Ae. of the person 
charged has been duly made. Such a certificate, 
if required to be received before the prisoner's 


examination, would prevent a long and expen- 
sive judicial inquiry into a charge which the 
foreign Government might not desire to press. 
I also recommend that express — de 
made for the immediate disc rom custody 
of persons committed for ex tion where the 
egy oe is of opinion that surrender should not 
made. 


International Copyright. 


The drift of sentiment in civilized communities 
toward full recognition of the rights of pest 
in the creations of the human intellect has 
brought about the adoption by many important 
nations of an international copyright convention, 
which was signed at Berne the i8th of Septem- 
ber, 1885. Inasmuch as the Constitution gives to 
Congress the power “ to promote the progress of 
science and useful arts by securing, for limited 
times, to authors and inventors that exclusive 
right to their respective wri and discover- 
des.“ this Government did not feel warranted in 
becoming a signatory, pending the action of Con- 
gress upon measures of international copyright 
now before it; but the right of adhesion to the 
Berne convention hereafter has been reserved. I 
trust the subject wiil receive at your hands the 
attention it deserves, and that the just claims of 
authors, so urgently pressed, will be duly heeded. 


Art Duties. 

Representations continue to be made to me of 
the injurious effect upon American artists pune’ 
ing abroad, and having free access to the art col- 
lections of foreign countries, of maintaining a 
discriminating duty against the introduction of 
the works of their brother artists of other coun- 
tries, and I am induced to repeat my recommenda- 
tion for the abolition of that tax.

That May Secure Larger 
Allowances. 

Pursuant to a provision of the Diplomatic and 
Consular Appropriation act, approved July 1. 
1886, the estimates submitted by the Secretary of 
State for the maintenance of the Consular serv- 
ice have been recast on the basis of salaries for 
all officers to whom such allowance is deemed 


advisable. Advantage has been taken of 
this to redistribute the salaries of the 
officers not appropriated for, in gc- 


cordance with the work performed, the 
importance of the representative duties of 
the incumbent, and the cost of living at each 
post. The last consideration has been too often 
lost sight of in the allowances heretofore made. 


The compensation which may suffice for the 
decent maintenance of a worthy and capable of- 
ficer in a position of onerous and representative 
trust at a post easily accessibl@ and where the 
necessaries of life are abundant and cheap, may 
prove an inadequate pittance in distant land 
where the better part of a year's pay is consum 
in reaching the post of duty, and where the com- 
forts of ordinary civilized existence can only be 
obtained with difficulty and at exorbitant cost. 
I trust that, in considering the submitted schedule, 
no mistaken theory of economy will perpetuate a 
system which in the past has virtually closed to 
deserving talent many offices where capacity and 
attainments of a high order are indispensable, 
and in not a few instances haa, brought discredit 
on our National character and entailed embar- 
rassment and even suffering on those deputed to 
uphold our dignity and interests abroad. 

In connection with this subject, I earnestly re- 
iterate the practical necessity of supplying some 
mode of trustworthy inspection and report of the 
manner in which the consulates are conducted. 
In the absence of such reliable information effi- 
ciency can scarcely be rewarded or its opposit 
corrected. 

Increasing competition in trade has directed 
attention to the value of the consular reports 
—— by the Department of State, and the ef- 

of the Gevernment to extend the practical 
usefulness of these reports have created a wider 
demand for them at home and a spirit of emula- 
tion abroad. Constituting a record of the changes 
occurring in trade and of the progress of the 
arts and inventions in foreign countries, they are 
much sought fgr by all interested in the subjects 
which they e e. 


NATIONAL FINANCES, 


The Receipts and Expenditures of the Year. 

The report of the Secretary of the Treasury ex- 
hibits in detail the condition of the public finances 
and of the several branches of the Government 
related to his department. The ordinary receipts 
of the Government for the fiscal year ended June 
80, 1886, were $836,439,727. Of this amount 8102. 
905,023 was receiyed from customs, and $116,805,- 
986 from iaternal revenue. While the total re- 
ceipts as here stated were 613. 748.0 greater than 
for the previous year, the increase from customs 
was but $11,434,084, and from internal revenue 
$4,407,210, making a gain in these items for the 
last year of $15,841,295, a falling off in other re- 
sources reducing the total increase tothe smaller 
amount mentioned. The total ordinary expenses 
of the Government for the fiscal year ended June 
. 1886, were $242,483,138, being less by $17,788,797 
than such expenditures for the year preceding, 
and leaving a surplus in the Treasury at the 
close of the last fiscal year of $93,956,588, as 
against $63,463,771 at the close of the previous 
year, being an increase in such surplus of $30,- 
492.817. The expenditures, compared with those 
of the preceding fiscal year, and classified, are as 
follows:

Redaction of the Revenue. 


In my last annual message to the Congress at- 
tention was directed to the fact that the revenues 
of the Government exceed its actual needs, and 
it was suggested that legislative action 
should de taken to relieve the — — 
from the unnecessary burden of taxation 
thus made apparent. In view of the press- 
ing importance of the subject, I deem it my duty 
to again urge its consideration. The income of 
the Government, with its increased volume and 
through economies in its collection, is now more 
than everin excess of public necessities. The 
application of the surplus to the payment of 
such portion of the public debt as is now at our 
option, subject to the extinguishment, if contin- 
ued at the rate which has lately prevailed would 
retire that class of indebtedness within less than 
one year from this date. Thus a continuation of 
our present revenue would soon result in the re- 
ceipt of an annual iscome much than 
necessary to meet Government uses, with 
no indeb upon which it could be applied.

Those who toil for 
daily wages are beginning to realize that capital, 
though sometimes vaunting its importance and 
clamoring for the rr and favor ot the 
Government, is dull and sluggish till, touched by 
the magic hand of labor, it springs into activity, 
furnish an occasion for Federal taxation and

There is also a suspicion abroad that the sur- 
plus of our revenues indicate abnormal and ex- 
al business profits, which, under the 
system which produces such surplus, increase, 
without corresponding benefit to the people at 
the vast accumulations of a few — = | 
our citizens, whose fortunes, rivaling the wealt 
of the most favored in anti-democratic nations, 
are not the natural wth of a steady, plain, and 
industrious republic. Our farmers, too, and 
those engaged directly and indirectly in supply- 
ing the products of agriculture, see that, day by 
day, and as often as the daily wants of their 
households recur, they are forced to pay excess- 
ive and needless taxation, while their products 
struggle in foreign markets with the competition 
of nations which, by allowing @ freer exchange 
of production than we permit, enable their - 
le to sell for prices which distress the American 
armer. As every patriotic citizen rejoices in 
the constantly-increasing pride of our people 
in American citizenship, and in the glory of our 
National achievements and $8,a senti- 
ment prevails that the leading-strings useful to 
anation in its infancy may well, to a great 
extent, be discarded in the present stage of 
American ingenuity, courage. and fearless self- 
reliance. And for the privilege of indulging this 
sentiment with true American enthusiasm, our 
citizens are quite willing to forego an idle sur- 
lus in the public treasury. And all the — — 
— that the average rate of Federal taxation 
upon — * is today, in time of peace, but little 
less, while upon some articles of necessary con- 
sumption it is actually more than was imposed 
by the grievous burden willingly borne at a time 
when the Government needed millions to main- 
a a war the safety and integrity of the 
Uni States. 


Revision of the Revenue Law. 

It has been the policy of the Government to 
collect the A ie part of its revenues by a tax 
upon imports, and no change in this policy is de- 
sirable. But the present condition of affairs con- 
strains our people to demand t by a revision 
of our revenue laws the receipts of the Govern- 
ment shall be reduced to the necessary 
expense of its economical administration, and 
this demand should be recognized and obeyed by 
the people’s representatives in the legislative 
branch of the vernment. In readjusting the 
burdens of Federal taxation a sound public policy 
requires that such of our citizens as have builtup 
large and important industries under present con- 
ditions should not be suddenly and to their injury 
deprived of advantages to which they have 
adapted their business; but if the public good 
requires it they should be content with such con- 
sideration as shall deal fairly and cautiously with 
their interests, while the just demands of the 
people for relief from needless taxation is hon- 
estly answered, A reasonable and timely sub- 
mission to such a demand should certainly be 
possible without disastrous shock to any interest, 
and a cheerful concession sometimes averts 
abrupt and heedless action, often the outgrowth 
of impatience and delayed justice. 


American Labor. 


Due regard should be also accorded in any 2 
readjustment to the interests of American 
abor so far as they are involved. We congratu- 
late ourselves that there is among us no laborin 
class, fixed within unyielding bounds, and doome 
under all conditions to the inexorable fate of 
daily toil. We recognize in labora chief factor 
in the wealth of the Republic, and we treat those 
who have itin their keeping as citizens entitled 
to the most careful regard and thoughtful atten- 
tion. This regard and attention should be 
awarded them, not only beeause labor is the 
capital of our workingman, tig entitled to its 
share of Government favor, but for the further 
and not less important reason that the laboring 
man, surrounded by his familyin his humble 
home, is virtually interested in all that cheapens 
the cost of living and enables him to bring within 
his domestic circle additional comforts and 
advantages. The relation of the workingman 
to the revenue laws of the country, and the man- 
ner in which it palpably influences the question 
of wages, should not be forgotten in the justifi- 
able prominence given to the proper maintenance 
of the supply and protection of well-paid labor. 
And these considerations suggest such an ar- 
rangement of Government revenues as shall re- 
duce the expense of living, while it does not cur- 
tail the opportunity fer work nor reduce the com- 
pensation of American labor and injuriously 
affect its condition and the dignified place it holds 
in the estimation of our people. 

But our farmers and agriculturists—those who 
from the soil produce the things consumed by all 
—are, perhaps, more directly and plainly con- 
cerned than any other of our citizens in a-just 
and careful system of Federal taxation. Those 
actually engaged in and more remotely con- 
nected with this kind of work number nearly 
one-half of our population; none labor harder 
or more continuously than they. No enactments 
limit their hours of toil, and no interposition of 
the Government enhances to any great extent the 
value of their products; and yet for many of the 
necessaries and comforts of life, which the most 
scrupulous economy enables them to bring into 
their homes, and for their implements of hus- 
bandry, they are obl to pay à price la 
ly incre by an unnatural profit, which, by 

e action of the Government, is given to the 
more favored manufacturer. I recommend that, 
keeping in view all these considerations, the in- 
creasing and unnecessary surplus of National in- 
come annually accumulating be released to the 

ple, by an amendment to our revenue laws, 
which shall cheapen the price of the necessaries 
of life and give freer entrance to such imported 
materials as by American labor may be manu- 
factured into marketable commodities. Noth- 
ing can be accomplished, however, in the direc- 
tion of this much-needed reform unless the sub- 
ject is approached in a patriotic spirit of devo- 
tion to the interests of the entire country and 
with a willingness to yield something to the pub- 
lic good. 

The Public Debt. 


The sum paid upon the public debt during the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1886, was 644,551,043. 
During the twelve months ended Oct. 31; 1886, 3 
per cent bonds were called for redemption 
amounting to $127,283,100, of which $80,643,200 was 
so called to answer the requirements of the law 
relating to the sinking fund, and $46,639,900 for 
the purpose of reducing the public debt by appli- 
cation of a part of the surplus in the Treasury to 
that object. Of the bonds thus called $102,269,450 
became subject under such calls to redemption 
prior to Nov. 1, 1886. The remainder, amounting 
to $25,013,650, matured under the calls after that 
date. In addition to the amount subject to pay- 
ment and cancellation prior to Nov. 1 there were 
also paid before that day certain of these bonds 
with the interest thereon, amounting to $5,072,350 
which were anticipated as to the maturity, of 
which $2,664,850 had not been called. Thus 8107. 
841,800 had been actually applied prior to Nov. 1, 
1886, to the extinguishment of our bonded and 
interest-bearing debt, leaving that day still 
outstanding the sum of $1,153,443,112. this 
amount 848,700w as still represented by 3 per 
cent bonds. They, however, have been since 
Nov. 14, or will at once be, further reduced b 
$22,606,150, being bonds which have been call 
as already stated, but not redeemed and canceled 
before the latter date. 


Silver Coinage. 


During the fisca! year ended June , 1886, there 
were coined under the Compulsory Silver-Coin- 
age act of 1878, 29,838,849 silver dollars, and the 
cost of the silver used in such coinage was $23,- 
448,960. There had been coined up to the close 
of the previous fiscal year under the provisions 
of the law 203,882,554 silver dollars, and Dec. 1, 
1886, the total amount of such coinage was 247. 
131,549. The Director of the Mint reports that at 
the time of the passage of the law of 1878 direct- 
ing this coinage the intrinsic vulue of the dollar 
thus coined was dau cents each, and that July 31, 
1886, the price of silver reached the lowest stage 
ever known, so that the intrinsic or bullion price 
of our standard silver dollar at that date was less 
than 72 cents. The price of silver Nov. 30 last 
was such as to make the dollars intrinsically 
worth 78 cents each. These differences in the 
value of the coins represent but the fluctuations 
in the price of silver, and they certainly do indi- 
cate that compulsory coinage by the Govern- 
ment enhances the price of that commodity or 
secures uniformity in its value. Every; fair and 
legal effort has been made by the Treasury De- 
partment to distribute this currency among the 
people. The withdrawal of United States as- 
ury notes of small denominations and the issuing 
of small silver certificates have been resorted to 
inthe endéavor to accomplish this result in

OTHER DEPARTMENTS. 


The Subject of Coast Defenses Treated at 
Considerable Length. 

The report of the Secretary of War gives a de- 

tailed account of the administration of his de- 

partment, and contains sundry recommendations 


for the improvement of the service, which I fully / 


approve. The subject of coast defenses and for- 
tifications has been fully and carefully treated by 
the Board on Fortifications, whose report was 
submitted at the last session of Congress; but uo 
construction work of the kind recommended by 
the board has been possible during the last year 
from the lack of appropriations for such purpose. 
The defenseless condition of our sea coast and 
lake frontier is perfectly palpable; the examina- 
tions made must convince us all that certain of 
our cities named in the report of the board should 
be fortified, and that work on the most important 
of these fortifications should be com- 
menced at once. The work has been thor- 
oughly considered and laid out, the Secre- 
pry of War reports, but all is delayed in default 
of Congressional action. The absolute necessity, 
judged by all standards of prudence and fore- 
sight, of our preparation for an effectual resist- 
ance against the armored ships and steel guns 
and mortars of modern construction, which may 
threaten the cities on our coasts, is so apparent 
that I hope effective ik will be taken in that 
direction immediately. e valuable and sug- 
gestive treatment of this question by the Secre- 
tary of War is earnestly commended to the con- 
sideration of the Congress. 


The Navy Department. 

The report of the Secretary of the Navy con- 
tains a detailed report of the condition of his 
department, with such a statement of the action 
needed to improve the same as should challenge 
the earnest attention of Congress. 


The Post-Office Department. 


Tue affairs of the postal service show marked 
and gratifying improvement during the last year. 
A particular account of its transactions and con- 
dition is given in the report of the Postmaster- 
General, which will be laid before you. 

The extension of the free-delivery service as 
suggested by the Postmaster-General has here- 
tofore received my sanction, and it is to be hoped 
a suitable enactment may soon be agreed upon. 
The request for an appropriation sufficient to 
enable the general inspection of fourth-class of- 
flees has my approbation. I renew my approval 
of the recommendation of the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral that another assistant be provided for the 
Post-Office Department, and I invite your atten- 
tion to the several other recommendations in his 
report. 

Department of Justice. 

The conduct of the Department of Justice for 
the last fiscal year is fully detailed in the report 
of the Attorney-General, and I invite the earnest 
attention of the Congress to the same, and due 
consideration of the recommendations therein 
contained. 


The Interior Department. 


The reportof the Secretary of the Interior pre- 
sents a comprehensive summary of the work of 
the various branches of the public service con- 
nected with his department, and the suggestions 
and recommendations which it contains for the 
improvement of the service should receive your 
careful consideration. 

With an anxious desire to devise some plan of 
operation by which to. secure the welfare of the 
Indians and to relieve the Treasury as far as - 
sible from the support of an idle and dependent 
population, I recommended, in my previous an- 
nual message, the passage of a law authorizing 
the appointment of a commission as an instru- 
mentality, auxiliary to those already established 
for the care of the Indians. It was designed that 
this commussion should be composed of six intel- 
ligent and capable rsons, three to be detailed 
from the army, having practical ideas upon the 
subject of the treatment of Indians 1 inter- 
ested in their welfare, and that it should 
be cha , under the direction of the Secreta 
of the interior, with the management of suc 
matters of detail as cannot, with the present or- 

nization, be properly and successfully con- 

ucted, and which present different phases, as 
the Indians themselves differ if their progress, 
needs, disposition, and capacity for improvement 
or immediate self-support. By the aid of such 
commission, much unwise and useless expendi- 
ture of money, waste of materials, and unavail- 
ing efforts might be avoided; and it is hoped that 
this or some measure which the wisdom of Con- 
gress may better devise, to supply the deficiene 
of the present system, may receive your consid- 
eration, and the 12 legislation be pro- 
vided. The time is ripe for the work of such an 
agency. 

There is less opposition to the education and 
training of the Indian youth, as shown by the 
increased attendance upon the schools, and there 
is @ — eae for the individual holding 
of lands. and ad 


vancement in 
these directions are essential and sbould have 


every encouragement. As the rising generation 
are taught the language of civilization and 
trained in habits of industry, they should as- 
sume the duties, privileges, and responsibilities 
of citizenshiv. 

No obstacie should hinder the location and set- 
tlement of any Indian willing to take land in 
severalty. 

I recommend the repeal of the preémption and 
tim ber-culture acts, and that the Homestead laws 
be so amended as to better secure compliance 
with and cultivation for the period of five years 
from date of entry without commutation or pro- 
vision for speculative relinguishment. I also 
recommend the repeal of the Desert Land laws, 
unless it shall be the pleasure of the Congress to 
so amend these laws as to render them less liable 
to abuse. The facility with which transfers are 
made result in land accumulation instead of land 
distribution; and that the public domain be se- 
cured to settiers it may be deemed advisable to 
provide by legislation some guards and checks 
upon the alienation of ves rights and lands 
covered thereby until patents issue. 

Last year an executive proclamation was is- 
sued directing the removal of fences which in- 
closed the public domain. Many of these have 
been removed, in obedience to such order, but 
much of the public land still remains within the 
lines of these unlawful fences. The ingenious 
methods resorted to in order to continue th 
trespasses, and the hardihood of the preteases by 
which in some casessuch inclosures are justifi 
are fully detailed in the report of the Secretary of 
the Interior. The removal of the fences still re- 
maining which inclose public lands will be en- 
forced with all the authority and means with 
which the executive branch of the Government 
is or shall be invested by the Congress for that 


urpose. 
Pensions. 

I suppose it will not be denied that many claims 
for pension are made without merit, and that 
many have been allowed upon fraudulent repre- 
sentations. This has been declared from the 
Pension Bureau, notonlyin this, Dut in prior 
Administrations. The usefulnessand the justice 
of any system for the distribution of pensions de- 
pend upon the equality and uniformity of its 
operation. It will be seen from the report of the 
Commissioner that there are now paid by the 
Government 131 different rates of pension. The 
Commissioner estimates from the t informa- 
tion he can obtain that 9,000 of those who have 
served in the army and navy of the United States 
are now supported in whole or in part from pub- 
lic funds or by organized charities, exclusive of 
those in Soldiers’ Homes under the direction and 
control of the Government. Only 13 per cent of 
these are pensioners, while of the entire number 
of men furnished for the late War something like 
20 per cent, including taeir widows and relatives, 
have been or now are in the receipt of pensions. 
The American people, with a patriotic and grate- 
ful regard for our ex-soldiers too broad and too 
sacred to be monopolized by any special advo- 
cates, are not only willing but anxious that 
equal and exact justice should be done to all 
honest claimants for pensions. In their sight 
the friendless and destitute soldier dependent on 
public charity, if otherwise entitled, has precisely 
the same right to share in the provision m 
for those who fought their country’s bat- 
tles as those better able, through friends and 
influence, to push their claims. Every pension 
that is gran under our present plan upon any 
other grounds than actual service, injury, or dis- 


ease incurred in such service, and every instance | 


of the many in which pensions are increased on 
other grounds than the merits of the claim, works 
an injustice to the brave and crippled but poor 
and friendless soldier, who is entirely neglected, 
or who must be content with the smallest sum 
allowed under general laws. There are too many 
neighborhoods in which are found glaring cases 
of inequality of treatment in the matter of pen- 
sions: and they are largely due toa yielding in 
the Pension Bureau to importunity on the part 
of those other than the pensioner who are espe- 
cially interested, or they arise from special acts 
passed for the benefit of individuals. The men 
who fought side by side should stand side by side 
when they participate in a grateful Nation’s kind 
remembrance. very consideration of fairness 
and justice to our ex-soldiers, and the — 
of the patriotic instincts of our citizens from 
perversion and violence, point to the adoption 
of a pension system broad and com- 
prehensive enough to cover every contin- 
ency, and which shall make unnecessary an ob- 
jectionable volume of special legislation.

Civil-Service Reform. 


The continued operation of the law relating to 
our civil service has added to the most convine- 
ing proofs of its neceséity and usefulness. It is a 
fact worthy of note that every public officer who 
has a just idea of his duty to the people testifies to 
the value of this reform. Its stanchest friends 
are found among those who understand it best, 
and its warmest supporters are those who are 
restrained and protected by its requirements. 
The meaning of such restraint and protection is 
not appreciated by those who want piaces under 
the Government, regardless of merit and efficien- 
cy, nor by those who insist that the selection for 
such om should rest upon a proper credential 
showing active partisan work. ey mean to 
public officers the only opportunity afforded them 
to attend to public business, and they mean to 
the good people of the country the better r- 
formance of the work of their Government. fris 
exceedingly strange that the scope and nature of 
this reform are so little understood, and that so 
many — not included within its plan are 
called by its name. When civil cavil yields 
more liy to examination the system 
will have large additions to the num 
ber of its ends. Our civil-service re- 
form may be imperfect in some of its de- 
tails; it may be misunderstood and opposed; it 
may not always be faithfully applied; its designs 
may sometimes miscarry through mistake or will- 
ful intent: it may sometimes tremble under the 
assaults of its enemies, or languish under the 
misguided zeal of impracticable friends, but if

NOBLE D. LARNER. 
History of the General Grand High Priest of

Reduction of Surplus Taxation. 

It remains to consider the reduction of taxa- 
tion to the needs of the Government economical- 
ly administered. What surplus we expend in 
paying off the greenback debt will diminish by so 
much the immediate reduction of our tariff tax- 
ation; for, while the funded debt stands, certain- 
ly it is not wise to discard the taxes on whisky, 
tobacco, and beer. Indeed, itis my own belief that 
whenever we begin taking off the shackles of War- 
tariff taxes on raw materials such incre pros- 
perity will follow tothe employers who dread it, 
and such larger and steadier employment to the 
wage-earners who need it, by — the sales 
abroad ot ourown manufactures, and by whip- 
ping out foreign competitors in our own market 
that we shall see our income from impo 
manufactures dwindle so fast as not only to com- 
pel the retention of these most fit items of 
revenue—whisky, tobaceo, and ut. r- 
haps, to drive us back to getting ten millions of 
revenue from two cents & pound tax on coffee 
and half as much from tea. 

It is the reduction of War-tariff taxation which 
we have to consider. Under our system of gov-

THE SUBJECT OF TAXES. 


Exports and the Tariff on Raw Materials. 

The total value of our domestic exports for the 
last fiscal year was almost exactly 8666. 000, 000, of 
which 86 per cent were the products of our fields, 
forests, fisheries, and mines, and 16 per cent only 
were the sum total of manufactured products in 
which American labor was inwrought. 

In the last quarter of a century progress in tel- 
egraphs, transportation, labor-saving inventions, 
and the mechanic arts has reduced the profits of 
capital and the rate of interest by more than 
one-half; has increased the wages of labor 
throughout the world; has augmented by at 
least a third the surplus which our manufactur- 
ers can produce beyond domestic needs for sale 
abroad. Prolonging without necessity our War- 
tariff taxes on raw materials, we ve been 
undersold and excluded from foreign markets by 
nations not taxing raw materials, Despite their 
low-priced, inferior labor and the high percent- 
age of labor-cost therefore included in their prod - 
uct, our taxed raw materials and their free raw 
materials have protected the so-called pauper 
labor of Europe against American competition.

The duty on raw wool 18 for the Treas- 
ury last year only 8, 188.1 The cost of woolen 
clothing for our 59,000,000 people was thereby and 
otherwise enhanced many times more than 90 
cents a head, the only cost of our $51,778,948 rev- 
enue from sugar. Moreover, any tax on raw 
wool imported will always make domestic wool- 
raising a bad business, for, in our dry climates, 
some varieties of wool uired by the manu- 
facturer are not produced, The tax prevents our 
manufacturers from competing in foreign mar- 
kets with all manufacturers who can buy un- 
taxed wool. The tax prevents our manufacture 
and export of competing woolens that require 
the use or admixture of non-American wo?ls, and 
80 restricts the home demand, and the growth of 
the home demand, for domestic wool—thus 
making the export of our domestic woolens im- 
possible, yet involving the enhanced price of 
foreign and domestic woolens. This petty tax of 
$5,120,108 on raw wool assists in nearly doubling 
the actual cost of their clothing to the American 
people. with no real and no incidental benefit to 
— except the foreign manufacturer. 


Wool Should Be on the Free List. 


I respectfully recommend to Congress that they 
confer upon the wage-earners of the United States 
the boon of untaxed — and in order —— 

the immediate pa of an act simply an 
ob = placing raw — 2 the free fet. Of 
course, a repeal of the duty on raw wool should 
be followed by, but need not wait for, a com- 

neating adjustment of the duties on manu- 
actured woolens, whilst our manufacturers are 
learning the lesson that, with the 2 paid 

d most efficient labor in the world, with the 
most skilled management and the best inventive 
appliances they need fear no competition trom 
any rivals in the world, in home or foreign mar- 
kets, so long as they can buy their wools free, of 
every kind. But the common daily clothing of 
the American people need not be taxed: there- 
fore, it ought not to be taxed; to free their clothing 
of taxes will finally reduce, by half, their exbense 
for one of the three great necessities of life, and 
thus enlarge honestly and justly the income of 
every wage-earner in the U nited States. 

But this reduction of unnecessary and injurious 
taxation is not enough, and will operate slowly 
in diminishing revenue. Last year's import tax 
on raw wool is little more than the mere growth 
last year of our taxes from whisky, tobacco, and 
beer. To make woo! free of tax may finally work 
a larger loss of revenue by enabling our woolen 
manufacturers to undersell at a profit the foreign 
importers who brought in last year $40,586,509 
worth of manufactures of wool, from whigh we 
got a tax of $27,z78.388. To say nothing of other 
taxes upon raw materials (Appendix F) there 
are several hundred articles among the 4,182 ar- 
ticles that we tax which ought at once to be 
swept off the tax list into the free list—petty, 
vexatious, needless taxes, much enlarging the 
cost of collecting the revenue from imports. 1 
shall at an early day prepare and submit to 
Congress a supplementary report on the collec- 
tion of duties.

Chloral an Uncertain Remedy. 

In a discussion before the Ciuciunati Acade- 
my of Medicine of the use of chioral as a rem- 
edy, the experience of the profession seemed 
to be that the article was uncertain and treach- 
erous. Some persons are more affected by a 
dose of four grains than others are by a dose 
of twenty grains; cases were reported where 
200 grains a day had been given, and one case, 
on the authority of Dr. x of the Baden 
army, where 430 grains were given in threo 
and one-half hours, the patient sleeping for 
thirty hours and recovering. It is also admit- 
ted that chloral cannot successfully be admin- 
istered hypodermically. There were aleo some 
cases brought to notice where death was caused 
by the administration of ten or twenty grain 
doses, and other cases in which dangerous 
—— resulted from a single fivé-grain 

ose. 


A. H. Stephens’ Mangled Hand. 

Augusta Chronie'e: Ben: Perley Poore says 
in bis recent book that Mr. Stephens in a 
memorable encounter with Judge Cone was 
permanently disabled.
